Fifty Years of Organized Effort 


A Condensed History of the Progress of Holstein Organization From March 15, 1871 








HE progress of the Holstein-Friesian breed during 
the past fifty years furnishes one of the most 
striking examples of the power and value of organiza- 
tion that coulu possibly be depicted. Fifty years ago 
on the fitteenth day of March, 1871, there assembled in the 
<ity of Boston, Mass., six American breeders of Holland 
cattle who there perfected the Association of breeders of 


thoroughbred Holstein cattle. 
Although the Hollander had 
been breeding these cattle for 
over two thousand years this 
little gathering in Boston was 
the first Association ever form- 
ed for the purpose in connec- 
tion with this breed. In fact 
until that time we are advised 
that there was but one breeder 
in all Holland who kept even a 
private herd book, depending 
rather on memory and tradi- 
tion to hand down the data 
concerning the breed from one 
generation to the other. Dur- 
ing the decade from 1880-90 
nearly eight thousand head of 
this breed were imported from 
Holland and from those impor- 
tations over a million head of 
pure bred descendants have 
been registered on the books 
of the National Herd Record 
Association of the United 
States and Canada. Without 


organization the purity of the blood lines cf those early 
importations could never have been maintained and the in- 
centive for going into the business of breeding pure bred 
Holstein-Friesians would be very largely absent. It is but 
necessary to reflect on the aggregate valuation of the ppre 
bred Holsteins in this country today, without taking into 
account the influence of the pure blood in upgrading our

common dairy herds, to realize the far-reaching effect of 
the act of organization of the breeders of those Holland 
cattle fifty years ago on the fifteenth day of March, 1871. 
Although history records earlier importations which 
were not maintained in their purity, the first real serious 
attempt to introduce the breed in this county was made by 
Winthrop W. Chenery who imported a cow in 1852, two 


cows and 4 bul! in 1857 and in 
1859 four more cows. In 1860, 
however, the entire herd was 
slaughtered by order of the 
state of Massachusetts on ac- 
count of some disease, the 
nature of which appears not 
to be a matter of record. Being 
convinced of the superiority of 
these animals Mr. Chenery 
went back again in 1861 and 
purchased another bull and 
four cows, these forming the 
first permanent importations 
and real groundwork for the 
breed in America. 

The next importation was 
made in 1869 by Gerrit S. Mill- 
er, Peterboro, N. Y., in com- 
pany with his father, Chas. 
Miller and his brother, Dudley, 
the importation numbering 
four head, a bull and three 
cows. It will thus be seen that 
eighteen breeders present and 
represented at the Boston 


meeting fifty years ago must have comprised a very large 
proportion of the men who are interested in the breed in

Frederick L., the present incumbent of the office. The first herd book of the 
Association, which appeared in 1872, was prepared by President Chenery at the 
direction of the meeting above referred to. This book contained the registra- 
tions of sixty-one males and sixty-seven females. No effort appears to have 
been made to list these animals in the order of their age or date of importation 
but they are rather listed and numbered alphabetically. Among the foundation 
cows noted in the registrations are Crown Princess and Dowager appearing in 
the Miller importation of 1869, both of whom held successively the highest rec- 
ords of the breed for a year’s milk production and the former of whom is dam 
of Echo, the first cow of the breed to produce over 20,000 Ibs. of milk in a year. 
Perhaps the best cow in the Chenery importation of 1861 is the cow Texelaar, 
five of her daughters and four daughters of these daughters being registered in 
this first volume. As an introduction to this volume, Mr. Chenery presented a 
monograph on the breed tracing its origin from its beginnings. In this introduc- 
tion Mr. Chenery reviewed the history of his first importations and presented 
considerable data and testimony as to the superiority of this breed. 

The second volume appeared in 1875 and contained the registrations of one 
hundred ten bulls and one hundred sixty-seven females. Twenty cows were 
sold by the original breeders to found new herds in Illinois, New Jersey, Iowa, 
Pennsylvania, Vermont, New York and Massachusetts. In the introductory of 

this book Mr. Chenery calls attention to the fact that the stock had been in- 
vn teediaat tae ee troduced with very satisfactory results into the states of Maine, New Hamp- 
5 lia shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania, Virginia, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, 
California and Oregon. During this period a number of importations were made 
by Thomas E. Whiting of Massachusetts who took issue with Mr. Chenery and 
the Association of Breeders of Thoroughbred Holstein Cattle over the naming 
of the breed. Whiting contended that the name Holstein was a misnomer de- 
priving the Dutch of the credit that was due them for developing the breed and 
keeping it pure and that only the cattle of Netherland, Holland and Friesland 
were entitled to recognition, the cattle from the province of Holstein and ad- 
joining provinces being declared to be mixtures of other breeds. 

It became very much a personal matter between Mr. Whiting and Mr. 
Chenery and both being Massachusetts men they often clashed at the fairs and 
stock shows of that state, each attempting to have the cattle of the other ex- 
cluded from the competition. Mr. Whiting instituted what he called Registry 
of Thoroughbred Dutch cattle but although it is now generally conceded that 
his position was sound the Holstein organization made the greater progress in 
both numbers of animals and number of breeders interested and the name Hol- 
stein came to be associated inseparably with the Black and White Dutch cattle. 
Upon the death of Mr. Whiting in 1877 his work was taken up by the Dutch 
Friesian Association of America in which Solomon Hoxie was the moving spirit. 
Mr. Hoxie personally selected many of the animals which were added to the 
registry of the Dutch Friesian Association and a very high standard of quality 
was maintained. 

Under Mr. Hoxie’s leadership the Dutch Friesian Ts — = 

what really became the beginnings of the Advanced Registry System, ! 
"Tata eee designated the Main Registry. Not every animal of pure breeding might be

entered and their pedigree registered but only animals of superior conformation 
keeping it pure and that only the cattle of Ntherland, Holland and Friesland 
and proven ability as producers, the standard being set at 6000 lbs. of milk in 
a year for heifers under two and a half years old and proportionately larger 
records up to 10,000 Ibs. at full age were admitted. e 

The first herd book of the Dutch Friesian Association which was gotten 
out by Mr. Hoxie appeared in 1880 and contains the registration of forty-four 
bulls in the Main Registry and nineteen additional in the appendix or Pedigree 


Registry. Cows numbered one hundred eighty-five with nineteen in the Appen- 


dix Registry. At the same period the Holstein Herd Book had registered five 
hundred seventy-four males and one thousand fifty-nine females. Much space 
in the introductory pages of the volumes during this period was devoted to the 
controversy over the proper naming of the breed. The controversy continued 
until about 1880 when we find a resolution adopted by the Association of breed- 
ers of Thoroughbred Holstein Cattle held at Syracuse in March 17 of that year 
admitting the members of the Dutch Friesian Association to become members 
of the Holstein Association which the members of the Dutch Friesian Associa- 
tion present at that meeting agreed to accept. Mr. Hoxie was provisionally 
elected to the office of second vice-president and member of the Executive Com- 
mitte. Mr. Hoxie, however, refused to compromise and the fight went merrily 
on until in 1885 a basis of union was effected. It should, perhaps, be stated at 
this point that the Association of Breeders of Thoroughbred Holstein Cattle on 
May 27, 1880 received a charter under the laws of the State of New York and 
became the first incorporated Association for the promotion of our breed and 
so far as we know of any breed. The name adopted was the Holstein Breeders 


Association of America and Gerrit S. Miller who was in the State Legislature | 


at the time was largely instrumental in securing the charter. 

i The membership in the Holstein Breeders’ Association of America at time 
of incorporation was eighty-nine, seventeen states being represented from as 
far East as Maine and as far West as California, the State of Virginia marking 
the Southern limit at that time. L. A. Powell of Syracuse was the first president 
after the incorporation and was four times reelected, in fact holding the office 
until the year of the union of the two associations in 1885. The secretary during 
this period was Thos. B. Wales, Jr., then located at Iowa City, Ia., who performed 
all of the duties of the secretary’s office unassisted for the first three years. How- 
ever, at the meeting of the board of officers March 19, 1884, he was authorized to 
hire a bookkeeper. Gerrit S. Miller who had taken over the work of editing the 
introductory matter of the book upon the death of Mr. Chenery in 1876 continued 
in that position until the year of the consolidation of the two Associations, 
serving also as president of the Association preceding Mr. Powell. 

Sentiment continued to’develop in favor of a union of the Holstein and 
Dutch Friesian Association until at the annual meeting of the Holstein Breed- 
by Association in Chicago March 18, 1885, a resolution was introduced by Mr. 
re ge of Michigan to the effect that a committee of five be appointed by 
pean to confer with a similar committee appointed by the Dutch Friesian 
Pre 7 at its annual meeting the preceding February. The committee was 
Herd hed consider the propriety of bringing together the two Associations and 
andes S and to arrange if possible the terms for such a union.

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Breeder of Holsteins Since 1869 


The Oldest Living Breeder of Holsteins Gives Some Sound Advice 
An Interview by M. S. PRESCOTT 








readers of the World to learn that the second breeder in 

the United States who imported cattle from Holland is 

still actively engaged in the business, and has, at the 
Tresent time, a uccu vi iUity cau 
¢ ‘rectly descended from the original 
importations. 

When in 1869 Gerrit S. Miller, in 
company with his father and brother, 
brought over a bull and three cows 
from Holland, there had previously 
been brought over only the animals 
of the Chenery importations and as 
the Chenery herd was dispersed on 
Mr. Chenery’s death back in the 
seventies, there is no other herd in 
America today entitled to make the 
statement applied just above to the 
Kriemhild herd of Gerrit S. Miller 
Peterboro, N. Y. Altozvether Mr. 
Miller brought over fifty-two head 
and from them have descended many 
of the most famous animals of the 
breed. In connection with this 
sketch we show pictures of some of 
the original foundation cows to- 
gether with photographs of a few of 
their direct <iescendants .ow in Mr. 
Miller’s herd. It was our good 
fertune recently to spend an aiter- 
noon in company with Mr. Miller at 
his farm. In the library of the big 
Colonial house, which was built by 
Mr. Miller’s great grandfather and 
which is getting a good start on its second century, we sat 
down and visited about the great animals and big events 
of the days when the foundations of our breed were being 
laid in America. 

Mr. Miller’s first importation consisted of the bull, 
Hollander, and the three cows Dowager, Crown Princess 
and Fraulein. The quality of these animals is shown by 
the fact that in 1873 Mr. Miller exhibited them with the 
produce he had bred from them at the New York State

Fair in Albany, competing with the animals that had won 
the principal prizes at the New England Fairs and was 
successful in winning first and second on cows, second on 
two-year-old heifers, first and second on yearling heifers 
and first on aged bull, in addition to 
the coveted herd prize. The next 
year at Rochester and Utica the herd 
was equally successful. The second 
importation was brought over in 
1876, Billy Boelyn, wuo was perhaps 
the most famous sire of his time, be- 
ing the feature of this importation. 
He was conceded to be the best in- 
dividual in Holland and in Mr. 
Miller’s herd had a great deal to do 
with establishing a type that down to 
the present day has been looked 
upon by most breeders as the ideal 
for the breed. His get not only were 
prize winners in the show ring but 
made records of production tuat 
stood unequalled at the time. In 
1878 and ’79 were brought over the 
foundation families whose names 
perhaps have lived down most 
prominently until the present day. 
Among them was Johanna who at 
that time had the highest record of 
any cow recorded in the Netherland 
Herd book. She was nine years old 
at the time of importation, which in

A representative of the WORLD recently 
called on Mr. Powell at his home, for the 
purpose of getting a message to the Hol- 
stein public for this Semi-Centennial.

Straight as an arrow, des- 
pite his years, he walks around the house 
and office without a cane, although in the 
barn and out of doors he usually carries one.

Her mother, 
Klasina Payne had given 102 Ibs. of 
milk in a day. Judson Smith claimed 
that this cow was the best that he had 
seen in Holland and he had bargained 
for her, but representatives of the 
Dutch Friesian Society secured her 
and he obtained her daughter Albino 
in her place. Albino was a great cow 
herself and was the dam of Albino 2d 
who made 18,484 Ibs. 12 oz. milk in a 
vear as a 2-year-old, the greatest re- 
record reported for any 2-year-old up 
to that time. As a 3-year-old she made 
25 Ibs. 14%, oz. butter in a week, 106 
Ibs. 14 oz. in 30 days, again the great 
est record for a heifer of her age. The 
Albina family, however, did not brreed 
on as did the Aaggies, Clothildes and 
Netherlands. 

The outstanding cow, imported by 
this firm, was Clothilde. As a 3-year- 
old, 4-year-old and 6-year-old this cow 
made world’s records for milk pro- 
duction. Her 6-year-old record of 26,- 
021 Ibs. 2 oz. is well known to most 
students of Holstein history. After 
this record was completed she contin- 
ued to milk and in 15 months and 13 
days made 30,590 lbs. 9 oz. milk. She 
was a show cow herself and Mr. Pow- 
ell says his ideal cow from the stand- 
point of type and production. She had 
a number of great daughters, one of 
which, Clothilde 2d, produced 23,602 
lbs. 10 oz. milk in a year as a 4-year- 
old, and made 30 Ibs. 8 oz. butter in 7 
days. She was the FIRST 30-lb. cow. 
These records were made much as 
the semi-official records are made to- 
day. When the reporting sheet was 
filled out, it was sworn to by the owu- 
er, the feeder and the milker. 

A deputation of Jersey breeders 
came to Syracuse and _ requested 
Smiths & Powell to exhibit some of 
their great Holsteins at the New York 
Dairy and Cattle Show held in New 
York City in 1887. Mr. Powell says 
that very little was known about the 
butter producing ability of the Hu:- 
Steins at that time. Of course the 
owners talked the breed, but the pub- 
lic did not pay very much attention 
and the owners of other breeds de- 
cried the black and whites, saying they 
could produce milk but there was no 
fat in it. At this great show Clothilde 
won first prize and her daughter, Clo- 
thilde 4th stood second. Clothilde her- 
self produced 26 per cent more butter 
than did any other cow in the com- 
petition except her own daughter. Clo- 
a 4th produced 6 per cent more 
utter than did any other cow except 
her dam. There were 400 cows com. 
peting. So confident were the Jersey 
breeders of winning the competition

Foundation Families of the Breed 
By WM. A. PRESCOTT 











Editor’s Note—In the following sketches we present the 
high lights in the achievements of the families that were 
perhaps most prominent in the early days of the breed in this 
country, and which also have shown their prepotency by living 
on down to the present day. The series forms an important con- 
tribution to the available history of the breed. 





The Aaggie Family 








dates from 1879 when Aaggie was imported from 

Holland as a five-year-old cow. Unlike the majority 

of the great families of the breed, the Aaggie family 
in this country is not made up entirely of the descendants 
of one cow but rather of the descendants of one _ buli, 
Rooker, quite a noted sire in Holland. Several of his 
daughters were imported to this country one of them, Lady 
Clifden making a well authenticated record of 16,275 Ibs. 
milk which was at the time the largest ever reported. A 
little later however, Aaggie, the cow from whom this 
family gets its name, and a daughter of Rooker beat her 
sister by a comfortable margin with 18,004 Ibs. 15 oz. This, 
the first 18,000-lb. record, was made while Aaggie was 
carrying twin calves. The record was made immediately 
after importation and before she was fully acclimated 
which makes her performance even more noteworthy. In 
one day she produced 84 lbs. 12 oz. milk and in a month

2,362 lbs. 2 oz. while her figures for her first six months are 
given as 10,692 lbs. 6 oz. 

Aaggie was a member of the Gold Medal Herd at the 
New York State Fair in 1882 and was awarded first prize 
as the best milk cow of any breed at the fair. Because of 
her individual excellence and her producing ability which 
she transmitted to a marked degree it is fitting that this 
family should have taken its name from her. 

The most prepotent bull among the immediate descend- 
ants of Rooker was the Holland bull, Jacob 2d, who was 
sired by one of Rooker’s good sons. When imported, Aaggie 
was carrying a calf by Jacob 2d which turned out to be @ 
bull who was named Neptune and who in later years won 
high honors in the show ring and as a sire. Neptune, with 
Netherland Prince, stood for some time at the head of 
the Smith & Powell herd. 

‘About this time was imported Aaggie 2d, a daughter of 
Aagzie sired by Jacob 2d and hence a full sister to Nep- 
tune. In the herd of T. G. Yeomans & Son this heifer 
made a two-year-old record, private, of 17,746 lbs. 2 02. 
which was then a World’s record. 

Aaggie 2d was the dam of Aaggie 3d to whom many of 
the great producers of the Aaggie family trace. Aaggie 3d 
is the grandam of Aaggie Cornucopia whose daughter. 
Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline was, as we all know, the first 
34-lb. cow. Her further achievements are well known but 
we might say briefly that she held the World’s record in 
the senior 4-year-old class for nearly 8 years. —

generations of 30-lb. cows and an additional three genera- 
tion line, which gives her quite a family of her own. 

Through her daughter of Aaggie 3d’s Wayne, Aaggie 3d 
is also grandam of the noted sire, Aaggie 3d’s Wayne’s Paul 
De Kol, who has no less than four 1000-lb. daughters, three 
of them above 1200 lbs. College Belle Wayne the 35-lb. 
South Dakota cow also is descended from Aaggie 3d as is 
of course her daughter the 1000-lb. College Belle Wayne 2d. 

There are at least three sons of Jacob 2d that deserve 
particular mention. Neptune, the son of Aaggie, we have 
already noted. Perhaps the most famous daughter of this 
sire is Lady of Lyons who founded a family of her own 
and is not generally thought of as an Aaggie cow. Among 
the best record animals of the Lyons strain are the 34-lb. 
cow Blanche Lyons Netherland and her daughter Betta 
Lyons Netherland with two 34-lb. records as well as a 
number of others with records from 30 up to 33 Ibs. In 
the Lyons family, descendants as we have seen of Neptune 
the son of Aaggie, we find the first 34lb. cow to have a 34- 
lb. daughter and the first sire to have two 34-lb. daughters. 

The other two sons of Jacob 2d that we spoke of are 
De Ruiter and Lincoln, probably the most 
noteworthy descendant of the former is the 
36-lb. show cow, Aaggie Pauline Sarcastic, 
while Lincoln numbers among his descendants 
the great long distance sire, Pontiac Aaggie 
Korndyke with six 1000-lb. daughters. Lincoln 
is also the sire of Aaggie Lily who has several 
good record daughters and granddaughters in- 
cluding a 29-lb. 4-year-old former world’s cham- 
pion. 

A fourth son of Jacob 2d is Jacob 3d whose 
dam is likewise a sister to Aaggie. Among 
the descendants of Jacob 3d we find Aaggie 
of Lynfeld, who had 7 daughters with A. R. O. 
records averaging for some time higher for 
either butter or milk than seven daughters 
of any other cow. 


The Aaggie breed is noted for its in- 
dividuality as well as for production, a 
typical member being Aaggie Grace 2d’s 


Pietertje who was not only one of the very 
first cows to produce 100 Ibs. milk in a day 
on official test but who was also one of the 
most perfect individuals the breed has pro- 
duced. Nor should we forget to mention that 
Colantha 4th’s Johanna at one time holder of 
all World’s records for butter productions 
from one day to a year and is descended from 
Aaggie Constance a sister to Aaggie, thus 
Supplementing the splendid Colantha and 
Johanna lines in her breeding.

One of 
her daughters has a 1200-lb. strictly official year record, 
and this daughter in turn has two daughters with records 
as 2-year-olds of better than 900 and 850 lbs. butter. An- 
other outstanding representative of the family that has 
come into considerable prominence of late is Paul Aaggie 
Oakhurst, whose dam is a granddaughter of Aaggie her- 
self, through the direct female descent. This sire, al- 
theugh given an opportunity to produce but a few pure 
bred daughters, is the only bull of the breed today having 
two three-year-old daughters averaging over 27,000 Ibs. 
milk in a year, or two of that age each above 26,000 lbs.

The Clothilde Family 








OME few years less than half a century ago young 

Wing R. Smith was sent to Holland by his firm, 

Smiths & Powell to select, an importation of Holland 

cattle for the firm. Among his selections was a year- 
ling heifer, Clothilde by name, who was destined to become 
the foundation cow of one of the really great families of 
the breed in this country. 

This was before the day of either the official or the 
semi-official test but Smiths & Powell and other leading 
breeders were already making well authenticated private 
tests verified by responsible and disinterested parties. At 
the age of three years Clothilde was given such a test, pro- 
ducing in 365 days 15,622 lbs. 2 oz. milk which was at that 
time the largest record ever reported for a three-year-old. 
Not content with this, Clothilde, in mature form, at six 
years old, produced what seemed like a fabulous amount at 
that time—26,021 lbs., which was the first record above 
26,000 lbs. ever reported. Her seven day butter test— 
private of course—credited her with 28 lbs. 2%4 oz. 

A show cow as wel! as a producer was old Clothilde as 
proven by her winnings at various important shows. She 
won the blue at the New York State Fair in 1883 competing 
in a class of 21 and was one of the Gold Medal Herd that 
year as well as in 1884. She also won high honors as a 
producer in public competition taking the sweepstakes 
prize offered to the best butter producing cow of any breed 
at the New York Dairy and Cattle Show in 1887—a contest 
in which 12 cows competed, 5 Jerseys, 1 Guernsey and 6 
Holsteins. 

The best daughter of Clothilde seems to have been her 
‘first calf, Clothilde 2d, a Holland bred animal imported in 
‘dam. Clothilde 2d was one of the first cows to make a rec- 
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ord of 30 lbs. butter—this in private test—and her year’s 
milk production as a four-year-old was 23,602 Ibs. 10 oz. 
which stood for some time as the largest record reported 
for a four-year-old. 

Other daughters include Clothilde 4th with a two-year- 
old record of over 14,000 Ibs. milk and a three-year-old rec- 
ord of 16,457 lbs. Also Clothilde 5th with a three-year-old 
record of 10,072 lbs. 

One of the best early sires of Clothilde breeding and 
in fact one of the best sires of his day was Clothilde 4th’s 
Imperial, a grandson of old Clothilde. He was a show bull 
including among his winnings first prize at New York State 
Fair, first prize at the Rhode Island State Fair, and head 
of the first prize herd at the New England, Rhode Island 
and Maine State Fairs. In his day he was the highest 
priced bull ever sold. Because of the early day in which 
he lived Clothilde 4th’s Imperial has only one A. R. 0. 
daughter, but he has no less than 15 sons with A. R. 0. 
daughters and many are the great present day producers 
that trace to one or another of these sons. Among his 
descendants, we find Ona Clothilde De Kol, with a semi- 
official record of 1100 Ibs. made at 11 years old, who has 
two 1000-lb. daughters each with a 1000-lb. daughter. 

Among other present day descendants of Clothilde that 
have won important notice we might include Zarilda Clo- 
thilde 3d De Kol with a strictly official year record of over 
30,000 lbs. and a semi-official record of over 33,000 Ibs. This 
cow as a four-year-old also broke the world’s milk record 
in her class for both seven and thirty days, which honor 
she still holds. 

Clothilde Goudgeld Hugo traces three times to Clothilde, 
twice through his sire and once through his dam.

1, 1883, and imported the following year to this coun- 

try by F. C. Stevens of Attica, New York. She was 
sired by Nicholas, a Holland sire of some note, who we are 
told was first prize and grand sweepstakes bull at the 
Paris Exposition, all breeds competing and with 700 head 
in the ring. Colantha seems to have been a worthy daugh- 
ter of such a sire for her own winnings in the show ring 
have been many and her descendants are noted for indi- 
viduality as well as milk production. 

In the Stevens-herd, Colantha produced as a three- 
year-old 70 Ibs. milk in a day and averaged over 65 lbs. a 
day for thirty days producing 12,0571%4 lbs. milk in ten 
months. The year before official testing began Colantha 
made a private record of 31 lbs. 7 oz. butter milking 89 lbs. 
in a day. 

In 1886 and 1887 she was exhibited at the New York 
State Fair and was a member of the first prize herd both 
years winning the same honor at the New York Dairy and 
Cattle Show in 1887. She was then purchased by the 
Home Farm Fine Stock Co. of Hampton, Iowa, expressly 
for the show herd which they were getting together and 
during the next few years was a member of the first prize 
Grand Sweepstakes Herd at five state fair exhibitions. 

Later, Colantha was purchased by Gillett & Son where 
her blood was mingled and intermingled with that of the 
great foundation cow, Johanna. 

The offspring of Colantha include two sons, Colantha’s 
Sir Henry and Colantha’s 2d Sir Henry, and a daughter 
Colantha Echo, born in the Stevens herd, all three sired 
by Sir Henry of Maplewood. The two bulls were

quite noted in their day and the daughter, Colantha Echo, 
was not only a good producer but was also first prize heifer 
calf at the New York State Fair in 1887. 

Shortly after arrival at Home Farm Colantha dropped 
another daughter, Colantha 2d, bred in the Stevens herd. 
As a yearling this heifer was a member of the Sweep- 
stakes Herd and was herself a first prize winner in the 
yearling class. She has a record of 20 lbs. butter in seven 
days. 
In the Gillett herd Colantha dropped two daughters, 
Colantha 3d and Colantha 4th and it is the latter that bore 
the principal burden of carrying on the Colantha name 
chiefly through her daughter, Colantha 4th’s Johanna but 
also to some extent through her four sons of which more 
will be said a little later. 

Colantha 4th, herself, won first Association prize for 
the year 1899 to 1900 with a record of 24.49 lbs. butter from 
513.6 lbs. milk. Her daughter, however, Colantha 4th’s 
Johanna, passed this performance somewhat in the shade 
when at the age of eight years she made the first 35-Lb. 
record beating the long standing world’s record of Aaggie 
Cornucopia Pauline and setting new marks for butter pro- 
duction for periods from one day to a year, her yearly pro- 
duction being 1247.82 lbs. butter from 27,432.5 Ibs. milk. 
This record was begun in the winter of 1906 which was the 
first year any semi-cfficial testing was done. 

Two sons of Colantha 4th’s Johanna are busily engaged 
in carrying on the Colantha name. Colantha Johanna Lad 1s 
one of the century sires with 138 A. R. O. daughters. Twen- 
ty-six of his daughters have made records above 30 Ibs., @ 
number exceeded by but one other sire. Thirty of his daugh- 
ters have made better than 600 Ibs. milk in seven days which 
is far more than any other sire can show. His daughters 
have made year records up to 1315 Ibs., three of them being 
former World’s champions in the heifer classes of the long 
time division. Among the sons of Colantha Johanna Lad 
we might mention Dutchland Colantha Sir Inka with fif-

teen 30-lb. daughters or more than any other living sire. 
Also Colantha Johanna Lad 8th the only sire to have two 
daughters with milk records each above 800 Ibs. in seven 
days. Ten daughters of Colantha Johanna Lad 8th have 
produced better than 600 Ibs. milk in a week. Also Colan- 
tha Sir Aaggie with four 30-lb. daughters headed by a 35- 
Ib. three-year-old. Also Dutchland Colantha Sir Mona, sire 
of a 43-lb. cow in Canada. Also Dutchland Governor Sir 
Colantha who is sire of a former World’s champion two- 
year-old in the 30-day division and grandsire of a number 
of World’s champion heifers in long-time test. 

The other son of Colantha 4th’s Johanna is Colantha Jo- 
hanna Champion with 60 odd A. R. O. daughters, including 
six from 30 to 34 lbs. Only a few of his daughters have 
made year records but the number includes a four-year-old 
with 1089 lbs., a three-year-old with 856 lbs., a junior two- 
year-old with 847 lbs., and a yearling with 799 lIbs., the latter 
a former World’s champion for milk with 20,859.7 lbs. One 
of his best sons is Johanna Concordia Champion who has two 
daughters, one with 37.93 lbs. as a four-year-old, and the 
other with a four-year-old record of 30 lbs. from COLANTHA JOHANNA CHAMPION 45674

With just this bare outline of the outstand- 
ing facts we have already exceeded the space 
allotted to us for the descendants of Colantha 
4th’s Johanna so will say just a word about 
the four sons of Colantha 4th. Paul Colantha 
has two daughters with records of 26 and 27 lbs. 
each of which has a 30-lb. daughter. Colantha 
Lad has two daughters above 23 lbs. butter 
from over 500 lbs. milk. Colantha 4th’s Lad has 
a quarter of a hundred A. R. O. daughters and 
while none have very sensational seven-day rec- 
ords there are some creditable year records in 
the lot, three of them from 766 to 824 Ibs. Le-

A. R. O. daughters and several good grand- 
daughters including a 33-lb. cow that averaged

tion cows is De Kol 2d, founder of the family of that 

name. Because of the great number of sons of this 

cow that have made good the blood of De Kol 2d is 
undoubtedly more widely disseminated than that of any 
other cow of the breed. Because of her great influence 
upon this breed she is included in this series of sketches, 
although strictly speaking, she is not one of those that 
were prominent fifty years ago as she was not imported 
until 1885, when B. B. Lord & Son of Sinclairville, N. Y., 
brought her to this country. She is a daughter of the Hol- 
jiand sire, Willem 3d and De Kol, who was also imported. 
De Kol, the dam of De Kol 2d, had a private record of 89 
Ibs. milk in a day and 886 lbs. in ten days, while the dam 
of Willem 3d is said to have given 82 lbs. in a day in 
Holland. 

De Kol 2d herself also has quite an imposing string of 
records considering the time they were made. As a three- 
year-old she produced over 71 lbs. milk in a day almost 641 
lbs. in ten days and 1843 lbs. in thirty days or an average 
of over 61 Ibs. a day for a month. As a four-year-old, milk 
73 lbs. in a day averaging about 70 lbs. a day for five days 
and completed a week with 33 Ibs. 6 oz. butter by weight 
which was for some time the largest four-year-old butter 
record reported. 

About this time De Kol 24 was purchased of J. B. 
Dutcher & Son for whom she made her record, by Henry 
Stevens & Sons of Lacona, N. Y., and when the system of 
official testeing was adopted, De Kol 2d was one of the 
very first cows entered. Her record of 26.58 lbs. butter was 
the largest made that year and stood as a World’s record 
for some time.

P ROBABLY the best known of all the old time founda- 
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Among the daughters of De Kol 2d we might mention 
De Kol 2d’s Queen with a private record of 28 lbs. 7 oz. 
butter as a three-year-old, the largest reported at that time 
and Netherland De Kol with a two-year-old record of 20 
ibs. 5 oz., which was at that time the largest two-year-old 
record ever reported. A third daughter, De Kol 2d’s Pau- 
line, had an A. R. O. record as a junior four-year-old of 24.15 
lbs. which won first Association prize for the official year 
1896-97. 

It is in the sons of De Kol 2d rather than the daugh- 
ters that we are particularly interested because of her 
Many great descendants through these sons. She has 
seven sons with A. R. O. daughters—De Kol 2d’s Butter 
Boy 3d, De Kol 2d’s Paul De Kol, De Kol 2d’s Mutual Paul, 
De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy, De Kol 2d’s Netherland, De Kol 
2d’s Alban and De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 2d. She also. has 
an eighth son, De Kol 2d’s Prince, who, although he has 
no A. R. O. daughters, is distinguished as the sire of the 
noted Paul De Kol which gives him a wonderful lot of 
great record descendants. A brief sketch of the work of 
Paul De Kol is given in our story of the Pauline Paul 
family in this issue. 

The sons of De Kol 2d have together produced five 30- 
lb. daughters including the first 34-lb. cow in the world. 
They have 96 30-lb. granddaughters and an almost count- 
less number of great granddaughters. The granddaughters 
of De Kol 2d include: The first 28-lb. cow, the first 29-Ib. 
heifer, the first 34-Ib. cow, the first 28-lb. junior 3-year-old, 
the first 21-lb. record eight months after calving, the first 
800-Ib. junior 2-year-old, the first 18,000-lb. junior 2-year-old, 
the first 800-Ib. senior 2-year-old, the first 19,000-lb. senior 
2-year-old. She is also grandam of Hengerveld De Kol, Pie- 
tertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol, De Kol Burke, Pontiac 
Butter Boy, Paul Beets De Kol, Friend Hengerveld De Kol 
Butter Boy, whose names alone need be mentioned. No 
other cow ever had a half dozen grandsons to compare with 
them. 

It is interesting to note that of the first four sires to get

100 or more A. R. O. daughters, one was a son of De Kol 
29d and the other three were grandsons. In fact there is 
only one of the present century sires that is not directly 
descended from De Kol 2d. 

It would be impossible in this limited space to call at- 
tention to all of the great producers that descended from 
De Kol 2d but we might men-tion that every single one of 
the present world’s cham- 
pions for either butter or 
milk production in any of the 
ages classes or prize divi- 
sions—every single one is a 
direct lineal descendant of 
De Kol 2d. 

It might be a rather strong 
statement to say that De Kol 
2d is the greatest foundation 
cow in the world but, certain 
it is, that no cow ever had 
eight greater sons than has 
De Kol 2d and it is highly im- 
probable that any other foun- 
dation cow has as many des- 
cendants with large records 
as the foundation cow of the 
De Kol family.

De Kol 2d upon the breed we would direct attention to the 
particular families that are perhaps enjoying the greatest 
measure of popularity at the present time. Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby, known as the “Foundation Ormsby,” has five 
crosses of De Kol 2d, two on the dam’s side and three on 
the sire’s side, while Duchess Skylark Ormsby has at least 
an additional cross of the same breeding. Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Pauline, head of another 
family that ranks with the 
best in achievement both in 
production and show ring rec- 
ords, is a granddaughter of 
De Kol 2d, her sire carrying 
a double cross of that strain. ° 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad traces 
to De Kol 2d no less than 
eleven times.

organization we are also celebrating the semi- 

centennial of the great foundation cow, Johanna, who 

was born in 1871 in North Holland. She was imported 
to this country by Gerrit S. Miller of Peterboro, New York, 
and it is probably no exaggeration to say that in the years 
that followed she exertea a greater influence upon the 
history of the breed than any other foundation cow ever 
did through the female line alone, perhaps excepting her 
own double great granddaughter, Prilly. A careful study 
of the archives of the association discloses that the direct 
descendants of Johanna through the female line have made 
63 A. R. O. records above 20 lbs. butter, the 63 averaging 
24.02 lbs. butter from 518.1 lbs. milk. Six of the records of 
her descendants are above 30 lbs. and twenty are above 25 
lbs. Thirty-four are better than 500 lbs. milk, seven are 
better than 600 lbs. and three are better than 700 lbs. 

Johanna herself has no A. R. O. records as the A. R. O. 
system was not adopted until twenty-three’ years 
after her birth. A production of 88 lbs. milk in a day, 
however, is credited to her and vouched for by her owner 
and other credible witnesses. Her daughter, Joy, pro- 
duced 76 lbs. in a day under like conditions. 

Johanna made most of her reputation through her 
Gaugucers and their descendants but she also has a son, 
Joe, who stood at the head of Mr. Miller’s herd for some 
time. Joe had a number of good producing daughters and 
granddaughters, though few of them ever made official 
records. A daughter of Joe, who was mated with a son 
of Joe, who produced the sire of Prilly, foundation cow of 
the Prilly family. Prilly made a number of good official 
records, each one a little better than the one before, until 
at twelve years old she passed the 25-lb. mark. She was 
the first cow to have six daughters with records above 24 
lbs. each and one of her daughters, Beauty Pietertje, was

the first 30-lb. cow to have a 30-lb. daughter. The Prilly 
family is breeding on at the present time, one of the most 
sensational descendants of Prilly, being Segis Pietertje 
Prospect, the 37,000-lb. cow. Through her daughters, in the 
direct female descent, Prilly has well over a hundred A. 
R. O. descendants of which 73 are above 20 lbs. and 16 
above 30 lbs. The whole list which includes many heifers 
averages nearly 24 lbs. 

In 1882, Johanna was sold to Gillett & Son of Rosendale, 
Wisconsin, and the successors of this firm, W. J. Gillett & 
Sons, was likely responsible for the development of the 
Johanna family. 

The official testing system was adopted in the spring of 
1894 and the following July Johanna 5th, a'daughter of old 
Johanna, made a record of 22.05 lbs. butter from 592 Ibs. 
milk. This was the sixth largest butter record made dur- 
ing the first year of official testing and the third largest 
milk record. 

One of the best daughters of Johanna 5th was Johanna 
Rue, who in 1896 made a 21-lb. record from 548 lbs. milk, 
which was one of the large records of that early date. 
Johanna Rue has five A. R. O. daughters, four of them 
above 20 lbs. and the fifth above 19 lbs., and all except one 
of the five daughters have themselves produced at least 
one A. R. O. daughter. Johanna De Kol, Johanna Korn- 
dyke, Johanna Bonheur with her five A. R. O. daughters 
and other famous members of the Johanna family are all 
descendants of Johanna Rue through the female line. 

Three of the greatest Johanna bulls are grandsons of 
Johanna Rue, the three being Johanna Rue 2d’s Paul De 
Kol, Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad and Sir Johanna. Taking these 
three up in the order given we find that Johanna Rue 2d’s 
Paul De Kol is the paternal grandsire of King Segis, which 
is perhaps his strongest bid for notice although he has 
many other noted descendants. Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad 
has a splendid list of daughters including the first 1400-Ib. 
cow, Finderne Pride Johanna Rue, also Belle Netherland 
Johanna, the first cow to make two 1000-Ib. records and 
Finderne Pietertje Johanna, the first 35-lb. junior three- 
year-old. His granddaughters are many, one of them be- 
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A. R. O. descendants directly through her daughters.

ing Belle Model Johanna 2d a twice 37-lb. cow with a 37- 
lb. daughter. Sir Johanna, the third grandson of Johanna 
Rue is best known as the sire of Colantha 4th’s Johanna, 
whose achievements are being considered in the story of 
the Colantha family. Sir Johanna is sire also of Sir Jo- 
hanna De Kol, whose daughter, Johanna De Kol Van Beers 
was the second cow to make 40 lbs. butter in seven days. 
She has several noted sons including Johanna McKinley 
Segis and Johanna King Segis, both of whom has splendid 
lists of A. R. O. daughters. 

Among the other good Johanna sires should be men- 
tioned Johanna Aaggie’s Sarcastic Lad, who was the first 
sira of the breed to have two sons in the list of century 
sires, they being the two noted sires, Aaggie Cornucopia 
Johanna Lad and Homestead Girl De Kol Sarcastic Lad. In 
fact the honor even now is shared only with King 
Segis. Johanna Aaggie 2d’s Lad also had a 
good list of daughters, including the former 
World’s Champion 3-year-old, Copia Hengerveld 
3d. Johanna De Kol’s Lad sired the famous 
36-lb. show cow, Aaggie Pauline Sarcastic, while 
while Johanna de Pauline 2d’s Lad was the first 
sire of the breed to have two 1000-lb. daugh- 
ters in semi-official test. Johanna Bonheur 
Champion is also making considerable of a re- 
putation as a sire of both producers and indi- 
viduals, one of his sons being a former National 
Dairy Show champion, and a daughter just re- 
cently completing a 1000-lb. record as a three- 
year-old. Sir Johanna Canary De Kol, whose 
dam is a daughter of Johanna Rue 2d’s Paul 
De Kol, is the sire of Spring Brook Bess Burke 
2d, which puts the Johanna into Bess Johanna 
Ormsby, her daughter. 

Another outstanding group which is bring- 
ing the name of Johanna into prominence to- 
day 18 composed of the cow Jemima Johanna of 
Riverside and her daughters and granddaugh- 
ters. Old Jemima has a year’s record of over 
1200 Ibs. butter and 30,000 lbs. milk, and stands

today as the only 1200-lb. cow having two daughters aver- 
aging over 1200 lbs. She is also the only cow with a 30,000- 
lb. milk record having three daughters averaging over 26,- 
000 Ibs. On hen sire’s side she traces to the Posch family, 
but her dam is a daughter of Johanna Rue 4th’s Lad, one 
of the best transmitting sires in Canada. 

It is impossible in this small space to go into much de- 
tail about the work of various members of this remarkable 
family so we will conclude by saying that the descendants of 
Johanna began making official records the year the official 
system was started and that more and more are being add- 
ed to the list every year. During the official year just 
passed no less than 260 cows and heifers whose names start 
with the word Johanna were reported with official records 
including a number with records of 30 to 34 Ibs.

all descended from any one cow but rather from three 

distinct sources. One is the great Holland sire, 

Schreuder, quite a number of whose daughters have 
been imported to this country. The second source is Nether- 
land Dowager, an imported cow, who at the advanced age of 
eleven years made a private record of 17,160 lbs. 11 oz. of 
milk in a year. The third source is Gert Met, one of 
Holland’s foundation cows who was kept as a breeding cow 
for 20 years. 

These three sources are combined in Netherland Prince, 
the old Smith & Powell herd sire, Netherland Prince is 
sired by an imported son of Schreuder and Netherland 
Dowager and his dam is a granddaughter of Gert Met. 

Netherland Prince is described as a beautiful bull, low, 
blocky, square, but of good length, splendid head and 
shoulders, very straight and broad on the back and hips, 
and a rich, mellow hide. When five years old he had been 
exhibited four years in succession at the New York State 
Fair, winning first, three times, and second prize, the 
fourth time. For two successive years he stood at the 
head of the herd that was awarded the gold medal. 

His dam, Lady Netherland, had a private record of 21 
lbs. 3 oz. butter in seven days. She was the second prize 
milk cow at the New York State Fair in 1882 being beaten 
by her stable companion, Aaggie. 

Several descendants of all three branches of the Nether- 
land family were imported by Smiths & Powell and they 
were mated with Netherland Prince, who, you will remem- 
ber, combined all three branches. These early experiments 
in line breeding produced a number of noteworthy animals 
including Duke Netherland, who, when mated with Pie- 
tertje 3d, produced Milla’s Pietertje Netherland. 

This bull has been referred to by competent authorities 
of that day as being the greatest sire of his time, trans- 


] IKE the Aaggie family the Netherland strain was not 
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mitting his quality to both his sons and his daughters, 
Through his daughters, Milla’s Pietertje Netherland {js 
grand sire of Hengerveld De Kol, the first century sire,

A study of the pedigree of Segis Pietertje Prospect 
reveals the fact that this milking marvel with her 37,000- 
lb. record traces directly to Milla’s Pietertje Netherland 
no less than seven times. An earnest student of the Hol- 
stein “dope” has computed that of the first 100 cows to 
make official 30-lb. butter records in seven days, 98 were 
descendants of Milla’s Pietertje Netherland. 

We have said that the dams of Hengerveld De Kol and 
Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol are both daughters 
of Milla’s Pietertje Netherland, and we might add that they 
are also daughters of Netherland Hengerveld, who is like- 
wise a granddaughter of Netherland Prince. Netherland 
Hengerveld was the second cow to make a 26-Ib. official 
record and was the world’s champion for nearly a half 
dozen years. 

We have seen that Hengerveld De Kol the first century 
sire, traces on both sides to Netherland Prince and we find 
that the same thing is true of Lord Netherland De Kol, who 
was the second century sire. 

A show bull who would probably rank within the first 
dozen of prize winning sires of the breed is Soldene 24's 
Netherland, who is a double grandson of Netherland Prince. 
During the years 1890, ’91, ’92, this sire went undefeated 
through the entire New England and Eastern circuits. 

It would be impossible to enumerate all of the great 
producers that trace to the Netherland family for the 
reason that a large percentage of them would be found to 
do so if their pedigrees were traced back far enough. i 
might mention in passing however, that the world’s 
champion butter cow over all ages and breeds, —

in this country. She was, however, from an im- 

ported dam, Johanna Paul, and was sired by Climax, 
a well known sire in his day. 

In the herd of John B. Dutcher & Scn at Pawling, New 
York, Pauline Paul performed the most astonishing feat of 
producing in 365 days 1153 Ibs. 15% oz. butter by actual 
weight. The butter was worked thoroughly and salted 1 
oz. to the pound and prepared for market before weighing. 
We are told that during the whole period of the test an 
invitation through the press and otherwise was extended 
to the public to witness the record that Pauline Paul was 
making and so great was the interest aroused by such a 
record that many took advantage of this opportunity. In 
seven days she produced better than 31 lbs. and in 30 days 
128 lbs. or 4 lbs. better than 4 times her seven day rec- 
ord. Her 60 day record was very nearly twice her 30 
day record and her 90 day record was only a very few 
pounds less than three times her 30 day record. She 
averaged over 100 lbs. butter a month for ten months and

The two sons of Pauline Paul that have distinguished 
themselves are Paul De Kol and Pauline Paul’s De Kol.

Paul De Kol, the other son of Pauline Paul, was one of 
the first sires to prove his merit through the work of his 
daughters on official test.

The Pietertje Family 





IETERTJE 2d, the cow from whom this family gets 
P« name, was imported by Alonzo Bradley of Lee, 

Mass., who selected her after an extensive tour of 

Holland on account of her remarkable individuality 
and tremendous apparent capacity. We are told that Mr. 
Bradley visited hundreds of Holland dairies and saw over 
1000 cows milked, after which he selected Pietertje 2d as 
the most perfect cow in Holland. Later he saw her dam, 
Pietertje. who is described by him as “a wonderful cow, 
the milk veins extraordinary in their development. She 
was an enormous milker, apparently of even’ greater 
capacity than her daughter.” 

In August 1888, Pietertje 2d, then owned by Dallas B. 

Whipple of Cuba, N. Y., finished a record of 30,318 Ibs. 8 
oz. of milk. While not official or even semi-official in the 
present-day sense of the term, ihe record was very care- 
fully verified by Superintendant Hoxie, W. W. Rafter, 
rector of Christ’s church, J. E. Dewey, principal of Lime- 
stone Academy, and other disinterested parties. This was 
the first record to beat Clothilde’s tremendous production 
of over 26,000 lbs. and it stood as the largest record ever 
reported until Tilly Alcartra made her first 30,000-lb. rec- 
which was, of course, on semi-official test. 
Pietertje 2d had several sons which have made their 
mark and have exerted considerable influence upon the 
history of the breed. Chief among them were Pietertje 
2d’s Konigen and Pietertje 2d’s Holland King of which we 
will say more a little later. 

Probably her best daughter was Pietertje 3d, formerly 
known as Milla, who produced in a year 24,126 lbs. 2 oz. 
milk and made a seven day butter record of 27 lbs. 8% oz.. 
both private. A second daughter, Pietertje 4th had 15,034 
lbs. milk in a year and over 22 Ibs. butter in a week.

Pietertje 3d the daughter of Pietertje 2d, proved to be 
a great transmitting cow especially through her son, Milla’s 
Pietertje Netherland. We have already discussed this 
bull in connection .with our story of the Netherland family 
as he comes on his sire’s side of strong Netherland breed- 
ing. There can be no doubt, however, but that the blood 
of Pietertje 2d had considerable influence on his pre- 
potency and we can therefore conclude that the Pietertje 
and Netherland strains nicked well together. 

To Pietertje 2d then trace all the great descendants of 
Milla’s Pietertje Netherland of which we have spoken, in- 
cluding Hengerveld De Kol, Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count 
De Kol, Segis Inka, and others. Through her daughters also 
Pietertje 2d has produced some well known descendants, 
including Winana Pietertje De Kol, the first cow to have 
two 31-lb. daughters with over 625 lbs. milk. 

Another descendant of Pietertje 2d is Worthemall Sir 
Pietertje who is sire of Alta Posch’s Son and Sir Pietertje 
Posch, the latter including among his famous descendants 
his granddaughter, Jemima Johanna of Riverside, and his 
great granddaughter, May Echo Sylvia. 

A little while ago we spoke of Pietertje 2d’s Holland 
King as a well known son of Pietertje 2d. This bull is the 
great grandsire of Pietertje Maid Ormsby, one of the first 
35-lb. cows and the dam of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes. 

Another descendant of Pietertje 2d’s Holland King is 
Valdessa Scott 2d, the first 40-lb. cow and also Mercedes 
Julip’s Pietertje, first 29-lb. cow. She is the grandam of 
King Segis and great grandam of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes. J 

If we trace back the ancestry of Segis Pietertje 
Prospect, the 37,000-lb. cow far enough we find Pietertje 
2d’s name appearing no less than eight times—seven times 
through Milla’s Pietertje Netherland and once through 
Pietertje 2d’s Holland King. 

The blood of Pietertje 2d has been widely diffused and 
considerably intermingled with the blood of other famous

Other Foundation Families | 


HERE were many other foundation animals that 

were prominent in. their day and which have left 

their impress upon the breed even down to the 

present day but we can take space to mention only a 
few of those which were the most outstanding. F. C. Ste- 
vens of Attica, N. Y., has previously been mentioned as the 
importer of Colantha, we will now consider four other great 
producing foundation cows likewise imported by Mr. 
Stevens these being Mechthilde, Parthenea, Tirania and 
Jewel. Of these, Mechthilde has the largest record being 
credited with a private test of 39 lbs. 10% oz. butter from 
717 lbs. milk the record being made in June 1890. In 30 
days she produced 150 Ibs. 8 oz. butter and in 60 days 
292.3 lbs. Her best days production was 112 Ibs. 4 oz. milk. 
That Mechthilde was a creditable individual is indicated 
by her show ring record, she being a member of the first 
prize herd and in the money in the mature cow class at 
the New York Dairy and Cattle Show in 1887, exhibited as 
a four-year-old. The same year she won first prize in the 
class for mature cows at the New York State Fair being 
also a member of the first prize herd. She was also a mem- 
ber of the first prize herd at the Hornellville Exposition in 
1887 and the following year at the International Fair at 
Buffalo and the New York State Fair at Elmira. In 1889 
she was exhibited at the International Fair in Buffalo win- 
ning first prize in the aged cow class and sweep stakes 
prize for best female of any age.

Shortly after making this 
record she was sold to N. E. Moore of Missouri, and her 
blood has been prominent in the herds developed in that 
section of the country. In 1889 she won the butter Sweep- 
stakes test at Detroit Expoition and wa a member of the 
first prize herd. She also won the Sweepstakes prize for 
best cow in Holstein-Friesian classes at the Inter-State 
Fair at Kansas City. 

Tirania, the third member of the group, made a private 
record as a 7-year-old of 36 Ibs. 11 oz. butter, milking 91 
Ibs., her best day. She also has a remarkable show ring 
record winning first prize as a 2-year-old in 1885 at the 
Ohio State Fair, Tri-State Fair at Toledo, Ohio, the Illinois 
State Fair, the Northern Indiana and Southern Michigan 
Fair, and the Great St. Louis Fair, and was a member of 
the first prize herd at New York State Fair in 1886 and at 
the Buffalo Exposition in 1888. She won the Gold Medal 
and $100, the Holstein-Friesian Association Grand Rrize for 
largest butter yield made in public competition in 1889,

Princess of Wayne has an authen- 
ticated record under the old A. R.

For many years this production stood 
second only to that of Pietertje 2d, 
standing in that position until beaten 
by her own direct descendant, Cream- 
elle Vale. Sadie Vale Concordia, the 
first 30-lb. A. R. O. cow, and her family 
are perhaps the most famous descend- 
ants of Princess of Wayne, coming 
down from her son, Prince of Wayne 
5th. Princess of Wayne was imported 
and developed by the pioneer breeder, 
T. G. Yeomans & Son together with 
her dam, Queen of Wayne, also a re- 
markable producer and individual, the 
latter being the first cow entered in 
the Advanced Register established by 
the Holstein-Friesian Association.

Inka was imported as a yearling by 
John H. Comer but was registered by 
Stevens and Pruyne, being one of the 
foundation cows of the Henry Stevens 
herd at Lacona, N. Y. She has a rec- 
ord made under the old A. R. rules of 
20 lbs.

HE Editorial Staff of the World take considerable 
pleasure and pride in offering this Semi-Centennial 
number to :ts readers. The pioneers who laid the 
foundations for the Holstein-Friesian breed in 
America and who had the foresight to realize that the per- 
manence of the business depended upon a Herd Book 
society to maintain the purity of the blood lines, deserve 
more credit and recognition from the breeders of today 
than has been accorded them. In this Semi-Centennial 
number we have attempted to present the high lights in 
the development of the Holstein organization from its in- 
ception, with individual mention of the breeders who were 
most active in bringing about the development of the or- 
ganization to its present standing. We are also attempting 
to present in readable form sketches of the foundation 
families that by their own achievements were responsible 
for the rapid growth in popularity that the breed enjoyed 
during the early days, and which through the achievements 
of their descendants have lived down through to the 
present day. We do not need to state that the preparation 
of this number has required an immense amount of re- 
search and of delving back into the public records. We 
wish at this time to make acknowledgment to the pub- 
lished records of the Association, to Houghton’s History of 
the breed and to the catalogues of Smiths and Powell, 
Henry Stevens, Dudley and Gerrit Miller, and William 
Rood, as valuable sources of information. 


Why a Semi-Centennial? 


HAT is the significance of this Semi-Centennial of 
W iziscein organization? For that matter, what is 

the significance of any celebration in commemora- 

tion of some event of the past? As it appeals to 
us, it is merely a milestone where we can stop and look 
back over the achievements of the period, to the end that 
we shall profit by the experiences of the past. So far as 
the present Semi-Centennial is concerned, is it not perti- 
nent to ask ourselves if, under our care, the industry is 
measuring up to its possibilities and see if the breed as a 
whole stands today a credit to the foundation that was laid 
for it by the sturdy pioneers of fifty years ago.

or congratulations now at this fiftieth milestone? The 
question appeals to us as a fair one, but difficult of accur- 
ate answer.

We know that the records which appeared phe- 
nomenal in the early days look very ordinary compared 
with our leading records or even our records which are not 
considered unusual today. How much of the difference is 
due to increased capacity for production, and how much of 
it is to be accounted for by more skillful care and handling? 
We must remember that the foundation animals imported 
from Holland for the most part represented the pick of the 
breed in that country where the best dairymen in the world 
had been breeding them pure for nearly two thousand 
years. While during the 80’s and early 90’s the prospects 
tor easy money lured a few cow jockeys into the business 
of importing Holstein cattle simply for the sake of making 
a profit of fifty or one hundred dollars a head, we believe 
it is true that the great majority of importers were actuated 
by the highest of ideals and made a sincere effort to get 
the best animals available in Holland. So successful were 
they in the attempt that we find numerous references in 


“the early literature of the breed to the fears expressed by 


the Hollanders themselves that their industry was being 
seriously damaged by letting such a large proportion of 
their best cattle go out of the country. At that time there 
were few authentic production records available for the 
American importer and he was forced to make his selections 
more largely on the basis of individuality. The tendency 
of nature in breeding is toward deterioration and if we 
have been able to maintain in the million head of cattle 
which have sprung from those original importations even 
as high a standard of quality as was evident in those 
selected foundation animals perhaps we have not done too 
poorly. It is our belief however, that the general average 
has been raised and in this opinion we are borne out by 
Mr. Powell and Mr. Miller, who are perhaps in the best 
position to judge intelligently from first hand information, 
as they personally had as much as any other two men to 
do with laying the foundations for the breed in this coun- 
try. We believe there was a time when the progress of 
the breed was more apparent than real; when the recorded 
increases in standards of production was due more to ad- 
vancement in the knowledge of feeding and methods of 
care than to any improvement in the capacity of the ani- 
mals themselves. Perhaps the zenith of this tendency was 
not passed until within the last five years and it was not 
until the summer of 1919 that the mistake of chasing after 
records alone without any foundation in type and con- 
formation was brought home to the breeding public in 4 
way that few could misunderstand or fail to appreciate. It 
appeals to us that during the last four or five years and of 
those the last two or three particularly we have made more 
progress as a whole in working out a definite substantial, 
enduring improvement in the breed than in any other per 
iod of five times its length since the foundation of the 
breed was laid. We believe that the situation today ought 
to be most encouraging to every one of us who is interested 
in having the industry go on to a sound, prosperous future. 
It is our belief that at no previous time have our breeders 
been so unanimously working along the line of breed im- 
provement through an intelligent combination of type and 
production. Certainly, at no previous time has there been 
such a unanimous sentiment looking towards the produc 
tion of healthy animals, free from disease and at no time, 
at least since the breed has assumed large proportions has 
the standard of business ethics measured up to that which 
prevails today. Through the splendid work of the National 
Dairy Council and other agencies there is today a greater 
appreciation than ever before of the value and economy © 
dairy products as a necessary item on the human bill of 
fare. The logical result will be a more prosperous @ 
industry during the years to come. Further, there has 
never before been a time when the dairy industry appre 
ciated so completely its dependence on pure bred sires 
the raising of profitable producing dairy cows. As we look 
back therefore from this fiftieth mile-stone and consider the 
conditions that have prevailed in the past it appeals to us 
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mental factor in the situation today points 
that is bright with promise for achieve- 
shine our best efforts of the past.

Demand Determines Prices 


OT so very long ago on a famous Holstein establish- 
ment there was held a sale >f surplus bulls. Among 
these offerings were two from the same dam but by 
different sires. Owe sire is of a line of breeding 
that is thoroughly auvertised and known throughout the 
Holstein world. The other is a good sire possessing an 1m- 
posing list of daughters of excellent performance, good in- 
dividuality—a string fully equal, if not better, than the 
daughters of the heavily advertised sire. 
The older of the two bulls, a first prize winner at his 
state fair, sired by the good but unadvertised sire sold for 
$400.00. The younger bull, just a calf, equally as good an 
individual but no_ better, but sired by the well known 
heavily advertised sire sold for $610.00—an advance of 50% 
7 was it breeding? Or advertising? Without going into 
the merits of the pedigrees, the thinking man must admit 
that publicity increased the demand to such an extent that 
on this animal at least it paid well. How many calves 
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would a bull as well known as this one has become have 
to sire before he paid not only for the cost of the advertis- 
ing but for his own cost? 
If there is a moral to this observation it will be obvious. 
Another observation that history has recorded for our 
benefit: According to an exchange which comes to our 
desk— ; 

“Every day for twenty years Cato rose in the Roman 
Senate and loudly proclaimed that Carthage should 
be destroyed. At first his words received little or no 
attention. 

“But day after day he persisted through a score of 
years. Finally all Rome agreed with him. In the end 
a Roman army razed Carthage. Cato’s twenty-year per- 
sistence had won. 

“Cato advertised his policy and he knew the value 
of a follow-up. If he had not persisted he would never 
have succeeded. Every advertising problem is similar 
to Cato’s. It may not take twenty years for an ad 
vertising campaign to achieve its purpose, but it takes 
repeated appeals to obtain the desired results. 

“Decide your plan and then strike hard. Don’t be 
content with one blow, but follow each and every one 
with all your force behind it. What advertising has 
accomplished for others it can do for you if you put 
its powerful forces to working for you.”

WINTERTHUR FARMS BULL SALE AVERAGES $287 


The sale of forty-one young bulls by Winterthur Farms at Winterthur, Del- 
aware, on Thurday, March 17th, for a total of $11,760 or an average of $287 a 
head, was plenty of evidence that bulls with good long-distance record backing 
are in demand by breeders everywhere. 

The bulls sold were all young, ranging in age from two months up to seven- 
teen months of age.

Eight bulls in all reached or 
passed the $500 mark and the twelve sired by King of the Ormsbys averag

THE FOND DU LAC SALE AVERAGES $329 


The “Quality Sale” held under the auspices of the Holstein Breeders Sale 
Company in its modern sales pavilion at Fond du Lac, Wis., on Tuesday and 
Wednesday, March 15 and 16, set a new high record for that organization both 
from the standpoint of the quality of the offering and the prices secured. _ 

If there is any sagging of interest in pure bred Holsteins anywhere during 
the period of readjustment it is not in evidence in the great Fox River Valley 
of Wisconsin, all of which is tributary to Fond du Lac. For the first time in the 
history of the Holstein Breeders’ Sale Co., the auditorium was filled when the 
sale opened Tuesday morning. In the afternoon it was a case of standing room 
only and, what is more, the crowd stayed through the second day and almost 
until the last animal had been sent through the ring. The crowd consisted 
largely of men who came to buy, with few who were drawn merely through 
curiosity. 

L. L. Oldham, secretary of the Wisconsin Holstein Breeders’ Association, 
who was present on both days, spoke briefly Wednesday afternoon declaring it 
to be merely sound business to take advantage of the present situation and not 
only to buy Holsteins but to buy good ones. The breeders of the State, he 
said, had their eyes glued on Fond du Lac, for the reason that this sale would 
be taken as an index of the feeling among breeders in general. The large 
crowd, the high quality of the animals sent into the ring, and the active bidding, 
he declared looked well for the future of the Holstein Industry in Wisconsin. 

During the two days, 144 animals were sent through the ring bringing a 
total of $47,365 or an average of $329. Three cows divided the honors for bring- 
ing the top price of the sale, each one going through the ring at $1,100. The 
first to reach this figure was King Bergsma Netherland 6th, a handsome indi- 
vidual with a record of 28.47 lbs. of butter in seven days. She was consigned 
by Dr. W. H. Wilson of Stevens Point, and was sold to W. H. S. Rhoda of Water- 
town. The second cow to bring $1,100 was Korndyke Queen Myrtle Segis con- 
signed by Fletcher Bros. This heifer who has a two-year-old record of 26.08 
Ibs. of butter in seven days made a four-year-old record of 31.09 Ibs. a few days 
before the sale. She went to C. H. Brugger of Fond du Lac. The last of the 
$1,100 trio was Jewel Duchess 4th, with a record at six years of 30.55 lbs. of 
butter in seven days. She was consigned by W. W. Williams as a part of his 
dispersal sale and was purchased by C. A. Williams. 

The sale of bulls was topped by Ensign Pontiac the Great, a grandson of 
Spring Farm King Pontiac. He was consigned by C. A. and W. W. Williams 
and was sold to C. A. Williams for $1,000. , 

Fifty-one head sold for $300 or more, thirty-six reached the $400. mark, 
twenty-four reached or passed $500, and four reached the $1,000 mark. 

One of the offerings to which special interest was attached was that of Joe 
Oak De Kol Fobes with 27 A. R. O. daughters, widely known as “Old Joe’, the 
herd sire that has made the Randall and Fletcher Bros. herds famous. He was 
bought by John A. Bell Jr., of Coraopolis, Pa., and has already been transferred 
to his new eastern home. The price received was $500. 

The sale was featured by the dispersal of two well known herds—that of 
Fletcher Bros., of Waupun and W. W. Williams of Fond du Lac. The latter was 
& part of the A. L. Williams Estate herd, this herd having been divided some 
time ago between the brothers, C. A. Williams and W. W. Williams. C. A. 
Williams still retains his herd and added to it some of the best members of the 
herd dispersed by his brother.

tion Meeting

The organization of which Fred 5S. 
Stimson of Seattle was the father en- 
thusiastically returned him to the 
presidency at its first annual meeting 
in Seattle, March 1, and the Washing- 
ton State Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion, Inc., now fully organized and with 
close to 250 breeders of Washington 
back of it, started on its first official 
year. Ever since Mr. Stimson called 
the first meeting of breeders at the 
Kittitas county fair last fall, he has 
been devoting a great deal of time to 
boosting the organization over rough 
places, and although he made it plain 
that if it would be any better for the 
association to have someone else than 
a “big breeder” at the wheel, that was 
what he most wanted, yet Senator 
“Billy” Bishop apparently expressed 
the undivided opinion of everybody at 
the March meeting when he nominated 
for president “a man who had the 
time to devote to the job and who 
could perform it better than anyone 
else in the state.” At least, everybody 
present loudly applauded the nomina- 
tion, an1 it was hardly necessary for 
the Senator to call for a vote. 


Still further endorsement was given 
the past administration of the associa- 
tion’s affairs when R. L. Rutter, Jr., of 
Ellensburg, was reelected treasurer, 
and when the new board of directors 
picked Stanley V. Butchart of Sunny- 
side to continue the work which, as 
acting executive secretary, he has 
been doing for the past two months. 
H. C. Davis of Granger was elected 
vice-president, and the following were 
named directors: Dr. H. K. Stockwell 
of Monroe, H. A. Shoultes of Adna, 
Alex Todd of Yakima, J. L. Smith o1 
Spokane, T. G. Lockhart of Mt. Ver- 
non, William Bishop of Chimacum and 
T. J. Owens of Kirkland. 

There were 49 accredited delegates 
at the meeting, each representing 
members in good standing on local 
club rolls to the number of five or the 
major fraction thereof, and each local 
club being organized under constitu- 
tion and by-laws conforming to the re- 
quirements of state and national asso- 
ciations. Thirty-seven of the 49 dele- 
gates are from Western Washington 
clubs, the list following: Cowlitz—G.

sociation officials that there are 
enough Holstein cattle to warrant a 
subsidiary organization is represented 
in the above list. There are several 
live clubs of several years’ standing 
and of considerable membership in- 
cluded, but there are also some, no- 
tably the one in Clarke county, where 
the number of Holsteins is small, the 
breeders are badly scattered, the 
county is somewhat isolated from 
other counties in the state, and, as its 
representative, R. J. Case, pointed out, 
there will have to be some active work 
by the state association in order to 
convince the local breeders that they 
are getting their money’s worth out of 
organization. 

Early in the meeting and before his 
renomination, President Stimson made 
a number of recommendations which, 
now that he has been reelected, can be 
regarded as his plan of action for the 
year’s work. He particularly em- 
phasized economical administration in 
all branches, stating that the associa- 
tion had none too much money with 
which to put over a program and that 
its permanency would not be assured 
until it was on a firm financial basis. 
He recommended that no campaign of 
advertising be undertaken at this time. 
He suggested the appointment of a 
sales committee to compile specifica- 
tions for four or five different classes 
of sales which will be held under as- 
sociation auspices, viz., dispersal, con- 
signment, breeders’ and guarantee, 


and outlined the requirements which 
members would be expected to meet in 
holding them; he recommended the 
appointment of a committee on claims 
and adjustments arising out of sales 


of reactors and non-breeders, and out 
of failure to deliver transfer and regis- 
tration papers, and adjured members 
to regard the decisions of the commit- 
tee as final in all cases and to stand 
by them in good spirit; he expressed 
himself as against any extensive ad- 
vertising “until the association has 
something to sell,” and thought it 
would be better if no attempt be made 
this year to take part as a state body 
in the fall fairs, but to leave such par- 
ticipation to the local clubs until the 
association is financially able to take 
a full hand. It is hoped, he said, to 
make the Washington consignments to 
the National sale at Syracuse this year 
a state association rather than individ- 
ual matter in order to make the asgso- 
ciation responsible for the amount of 
returns from the sale, and if this can 
be arranged it is likely, according to 
assurance from Secretary Zimmer of 
the New York Association, that the 
state quota will be raised from 10 to 15 
animals and possibly to 20. 
Immediately upon his reelection Mr. 
Stimson appointed J. L. Smith, Wil- 
liam Bishop, A. M. Ghormley, Ed 
Hoem and Alex Todd as members of 
the sales committee, the first duty of 
which was to arrange for the Van 
Woerden & Acheson dispersal at Mt. 
Vernon April 9. This will be the first 
under the auspices of the association. 
The claims and adjustments commit- 
tee is made up of George Gue, J. L. 
Smith and W. B. Auld, all “east side” 
men, whilé the sales committee is 
made up of three from the Pacific 
slope and two from east of the moun- 
tains, and of these two, one is from the 
center of the state and the other from 
the extreme eastern section. This is 
to facilitate without umnecessary ex- 
pense the inspection by sales commit- 
tee members of cattle to be sold under

association auspices, and is in accor- 
dance with the president’s recommen- 
dation. 

The report of Treasurer Rutter 
showed total receipts to date of $7280, 
including about 2500 from the last Na- 
tional sale as Washington’s quota, and 
the membership and herd assessment 
fees. With all bills paid, there re- 
mains about $6000 cash on hand, and 
this amount, as President Stimson 
pointed out, represents about all the 
association’s resources for the year 
except what it can make from sales, 
either state or national. No further 
income from fees will be due until Jan- 
uary 1, 1922, and it is therefore “up to” 
Secretary Butchart to work out his 
own financial salvation. 

His report briefly reviewed the 
early history of the association and 
the membership drive conducted with 
theassistance of PresidentD. D. Aitken, 
and suggested several means whereby 
the primary object of the organization, 
to make more money from black-and 
white cattle, may be realized. “The 
association should be an instrument 
for improving our cattle and increas- 
ing the demands fortheir products,” he 
said, “and thereby creating a demand 
for the cattle. Upon this demand de- 
pends entirely how much money we 
will make from breeding.” Raising 
the standard of every Holstein herd in 
the state, whether grade or pure bred, 
he pointed out as most important 
work, and suggested the use of com- 
munity herd sires, assistance to boys’ 
and girls’ calf clubs, encouragement 
of cow-testing associations, and co- 
operation with fair managers. “Aside 
from the direct financial results to be 
secured from this cooperative en- 
deavor,” he concluded, “it should be a 
source of great satisfaction to feel that 
we are taking part in one of the great- 
est extension campaigns ever under- 
taken in the West.” 

The meeting marked the culmina- 
tion of work started last summer, 
when Mr. Stimson called a number of 
breeders together at the Kittitas 
county fair. The following week, at 
the state fair at Yakima, Mr. Stimson 
and Mr. Rutter were named as tem- 
porary officers until the meeting at 
Cortland during the week of the live- 
stock show, and an executive commit- 
tee authorized C. A. Harrison and 
Guy McL. Richards to start organiza- 
tion work. The Cortland meeting effect- 
ed still further organization and dur- 
ing January Mr. Aitken, as every 
reader of the World knows, was in the 
state and did yeoman service in help- 
ing to sell the association idea. Mr. 
Butchart was named temporary secre- 
tary in January; and later Butchart 
completed the organization work 
which resulted in the splendidly repre- 
sentative March meeting. Under the 
constitution the next regular meeting 
will be held in October.

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Reports of the good work of Holstein cows, both purebred and grade, in Cow Testing Associations 


are desired for publication in this department 


A grade Holstein, owned by Fela 
Castagner of Strafford, Vermont, again 
leads the Central Orange County Cow 
Testing Association for the month end- 
ed March 4. She produced 53.8 Ibs. 
butterfat, 1077 Ibs. milk. Twenty- 
three cows, of which 11 were grade 
Holsteins, made over 40 lbs. butterfat 
in the month: 9 grade Holsteins and 
1 Jersey made over 1,000 Ibs. milk in 
the month, the leader being a 5-year- 
old grade Holstein owned by James 
K. Howe, with a total of 1,352 Ibs. 

The Holstein herd of the University 
of Illinois now numbers 100 head. It 
was founded 1895 when Prof. W. J. 
Frazier purchased from Smiths & 
Powell a yearling bull, Clothilde Ad- 
miral and a heifer, Pietertje Fairview 
Clothilde. Soon after two Holstein 
cows and two heifers were purchased 
from J. N. Coolidge & Son of Gales- 
burg, Illinois, at that time leading II- 
linois Holstein breeders. A few other 
animals were purchased, and from this 
foundation has descended the present 
Holstein herd. Among the 100 head 
there are a number of animals of more 
than state reputation, Juma Longfield 
Homestead being Illinois’ first 1000-lb. 
cow. Illini Homestead Beechwood, 
the present state champion, was 
Illinois’ first 1100-lb. cow. Both 
are daughters of Emblagaard Tri- 
tomia Homestead whose first ten 
daughters to freshen in a purebred 
herd produced at an average age of 2 
years and 41 days, 3907.7 lbs. milk and 
160.65 lbs. butterfat in the year more 
than did their dams at the same age. 





Holsteins Show Up Well in Illinois 
Association 


During the month of January, 23 
‘cows were tested in the Knox County 
Cow Testing Association, which has 
its headquarters at Galesburg, IIl. 
Eighteen cows failed to pay their 
board and will be _ shipped. The 
average production of the animals ip 
the association was 634 lbs. of milk, 
22.4 lbs. of butterfat during the 
month. Nearly all of the members are 
feeding balanced rations consisting 
of homegrown feeds with the addition 
of a little oil or cottonseed meal. 

Four members of the association 
have had their herds tested for 
tuberculosis with very’ gratifying 
results. The Knox County Farm 
Bureau helped to get Dr. J. I. 
Martin, federal veterinarian located in 
Galesburg, so that the farmers of Knox 
County will have the opportunity of 
having their herds tested for tuber- 
-culosis free of charge. 

A pure bred Holstein belonging to 
Merrifield & Boals of Manmouth was 
the highest producer during the month. 
‘She was milked twice a day and made 
: 2081 lbs. of milk, 62.4 lbs. of butterfat 
‘on a ration consisting of 15 lbs. corn- 
‘cob meal, 7 Ibs. dairy feed, 40 lbs. of 
corn silage, 8 Ibs. of alfalfa hay. <A 





few days after the record was com- 
pleted, Mr. Merrifield refused $100 for 
her three months old calf; so that 
making the test added to the value of 
his herd. 

Grade Holsteins were second, third 
and fourth for fat production. Hug- 
gins and Brown’s cow made 1389 lbs. 
milk, 59.7 lbs. butterfat, and the cow 
of E. V. Moberg produced 1603 Ibs. 
milk, 57.4 lbs. butterfat, while an 
animal in the A. R. Landon herd made 
1507 lbs. milk, 55.8 Ibs. of butter fat. 

The best average for butterfat dur- 
ing January was made by a herd of 
pure bred Holsteins belonging to Zina 
Crane of Oneida. ‘Mr. Crane has 
built up a herd of big producing pure 
breds and _ believes in having a 
healthy herd. Only last month his herd 
was tested by a federal veterinarian 
and again found to be clean. His 
establishment is called Fairview Farm 
and he is planning to make official 
tests in the near future. In January, 
in his herd, ten cows made records 
averaging 1121 lbs. milk and 38.6 lbs. 
butterfat. This herd was cared for by 
Mr. Crane himself and was fed. the 
following dairy ration: 

6 lbs. corn and cob meal 
3 lbs. ground oats 
3 lbs. wheat bran 

1 lb. oil meal 
5 lbs. alfalfa hay 
35 lbs. silage 

A grade Jersey herd was second for 
fat production. E. V. Moberg’s herd 
was third with an average of 1083 lbs. 
milk, 37.4 lbs. butter. Huggins & 
Brown’s herd averaged 1153 Ibs. 
milk, 37.3 lbs. butter and the pure 
bred Holstein herd of E. H. Kirt- 
patrick was fifth with an average of 
886 lbs. milk, 37.2 lbs. fat, only 1.4 
lbs. of fat separating the first five 
herds. 

The tester of the Knox County Cow 
Testing Association is J. B. Countiss, 
from whose report we glean the fore- 
going data. 





In the Richland, Wis., Cow Testing 
Association during January, the high- 
est producing cow was a _ registered 
Holstein in the herd of A. T. Rundell & 
Son, who had five cows on the honor 
list. Nine Holsteins owned by Tim 
Manning were the high herd with an 
average of 36.62 lbs. of fat. The 
Rundell herd of nine came second with 
36.53 lbs. In reporting the work of the 
association and of these cows, the 
Richland Rustic says, “Holstein herds 
such as these take the scare out of 
low milk prices. One of the parties 
concerned in the testing work re- 
marks that there is a need for the 
present prices for a short time in 
order to make the dairymen up to the 
necessity of the old axiom ‘weed, breed 
and feed.’”

HEN the Missouri Cow Race 
W vere: April 1, 1921, there will 

be between 20 and 25 Holstein 

breeders in the state doing 
yearly testing. There will probably 
be 70 breeders doing long time testing 
by the close of the contest, an increase 
of over 200 per cent. In January 69 
cows were on test and in addition 41 
7-day or longer tests were being made 
for twelve breeders. This is our high 
record. a 

The placings in the cow race have 
already been given in the World.There 
were 14 Holstein cows in the honor 
roll of animals producing 50 lbs. fat 
or its equivalent during the month of 
December. 

Nathalie Jewel Butter Girl, owned 
by the Standard Dairy, at Ballwin, 
made 693.8 lbs. milk, 23.14 lbs. fat in a 
week. This record places her 2d for 
fat production in the state in the 
mature class and first in milk pro- 
duction. In 30 days she made 2776.2 
ibs. milk, 91.9 lbs. fat, again breaking 
the milk record and coming second in 
fat production. She is exceeded by 
another Standard Dairy cow, Empress 
Beets Spofford, with 92.37 lbs. fat. 
During her best seven days, Nathalie 
made 706 lbs. milk. 


Hazel Beets Spofford, another cow 
in the same herd, took second place in 
the senior four-year-old division by 
producing 522.9 lbs. of milk and 21.31 
lbs. of fat. Her 30-day record of 
2183.5 pounds of milk and 36.82 lbs. of 
fat places her at the top of the divi- 
sion. 

Gerben Josie Lyone, a junior four- 
year-old is the new state fat champion. 
She produced 480.5 lbs. of milk and 
21.99 pounds: of fat, three pounds 
more than the previous champion. She 
is also the new 30-day champion in 
her division with 2666.6 pounds of 
milk and 90.17 pounds of fat. 

There are also two new entries in 
the senior three-year-old division 
from this farm, Hematite Hilton De 
Kol goes into second place with 626.6 
Ibs. of milk and 22.34 lbs. of fat in 
seven days. She also places at the 
top in the milk division. In 30 days 
she produced 2511.6 lbs. of milk and 
92.07 lbs. of fat, annexing another 
championship. The other is Lady 
Beets Spofford with 464.8 lbs. of milk 
and 19.61 lbs. of fat to her credit, 
placing her in fourth place. 

The Standard Dairy is owned by 
George Georges of St. Louis who con- 
ducts a string of restaurints in St. 
Louis. The milk from the herd is 
sold directly to his patrons. It is Mr. 
Georges’ ambition to have one of the 
best herds of Holstein cows in Mis- 
souri and from this string of records 
it is easy to see that that ambition 
is being realized. 

Johanna Cora Melchoir Gem Walk- 
er, owned by the Pettis County H. F. 
Company of Sedalia made the nice 
record of 563.5 lbs. of milk and 20.59 
Ibs. of fat. This places her third in 
the senior four-year-old division both 
in fat and milk. This cow is in the 
herd of R. B. Woodward, Lamonte. 
owned by the University of Missouri, 


Another Pettis County cow in the 
same herd, Sara Meeltje Mercedes 
Daughter made 512.6 lbs. of milk and 
13.986 lbs. of fat.

We have recently received a list of 
the daughters of Sir Korndyke Orms- 
by Piebe, which bull heads the herd 
of William Todd & Sons of Yakima 
Wash. From this list, it would seem 
he is striding ahead at a most remark- 
able clip. Thus far, five of his daugh- 
ters have made two-year-old records, 
one of them a ten-months test.

It will be observed from this list 
that three of the daughters have made 
better than 20,000 Ibs. of milk, while 
all of those that have completed full 
year records average 20,907.5 lbs. 


Evidently, this young bull is trans- 
mitting the productive power of his 
dam, the famous Queen Piebe Ormsby 
Mercedes, whose consecutive five-year 
production of over 105,000 Ibs. milk 
and 4900 lbs. of butter is believed to 
be the highest in the world for a cow 
of her age. She has three times made 
more than 1000 lbs. in a year, produc- 
ing 1136 lbs. during her best test. Her 
dam is Queen Piebe of Fairview 2d 
that was for a time the only Holstein 
cow with five consecutive year rec- 
ords, so that backed by this remark- 
able persistency, it is not to be won- 
dered these heifers are starting out 
so well. Sir Korndyke Ormsby Pieb 
as might be expected, is a grandson of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, and 
his dam, in addition to her own great 
records is a 7-8 sister to Queen Piebe 
Mercedes, world champion four-year- 
old in long time production with her 
record of 1389 Ibs. butter and over 30,- 
000 Ibs. milk. 

Inasmuch as these are his first 
daughters and that they have started 
out so well, his future will be watch- 
ed with much interest.

In connection with the Semi-Cen- 
tennial of Holstein organization comes 
a letter from Geo. E. Brown of Aurora, 
Ill., who was one of the earliest im- 
porters and breeders of pure bred Hol- 
steins in the middle west. In 1872 Mr. 
Brown took charge of the Wm. A.

One of the pioneer breeders and importers 
who had much to do with introducing 
the Holstein breed into Illinois and the 
dairy district around Elgin. He now 
lives at Aurora, Ill. and still enjoyes the 
best of health. 


Russell herd in Massachusetts. AS 
Mr. Russell had quite.a number of 
bulls that did not find a ready sale 
near home Mr. Brown suggested tak- 
ing them to Illinois, which had 
previously impressed him as a great 
field for dairy operations. Mr. Brown 
was personally acquainted with Dexter 
Severy who later became a prominent 
Holstein breeder and in 1873 a_ ship- 
ment of bulls under Mr. Brown’s 
charge was sent to the Severy Farm. 
The project worked out so _ satis- 
factorily that Mr. Russell in 1874 sent 
Mr. Brown to Holland to bring back 
an importation which was the first of 
several to be selected personally by 
Mr. Brown. The following year he 
located at Elgin, Ill., on a farm of his 
own and built up one of the largest 
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and best herds in the middle west. He 
has not been in the business however, 
for a number of years, although that 
fact is now a matter of regret to him. 
Mr. Brown writes: “It was a_ great 
misfortune to me when I did not con- 
tinue to be actively interested in Hol- 
steins for I had the making of one of 
the finest herds in the country, but 
my superintendent spoiled it in the 
early 90’s by selling off during my 
absence a number of the very best 
cows, contrary to my instructions. My 
best families being broken up by this 
transaction and I later sold what was 
left.” 

Mr. Brown has always been inter- 
ested in the possibility of the Holstein 
for beef. In making his original sales 
to the Illinois farmers his argument 
was that the breed would out-milk 
any other and that the calves and 
steers would return a_ good _ profit 
when sold to the butcher and when the 
cows were done milking would bring 
a price for beef that would almost put 
a fresh one in her place. He now 
writes to suggest that the National 
Association can add immensely to the 
demand for the breed by going at it 
to demonstrate its beef qualities as 
systematically and _ persistently a, 
they have done its superiority in the 
matter of milk and butter production 
and he urges the National Association 
to give the matter consideration and 
put up liberal prize money commenc- 
ing with the 1921 shows. Mr. Brown is 
impressed also with possiblities in the 
development of the dairy industry in 
the south. It is his opinion that i1 ua 
syndicate of reputable breeders in the 
north would purchase a suitable farm 
centrally located in the south as a 
distributing point for surplus young 
stock it could be made not only a very 
profitable enterprise but also a real 
factor in the development of the dairy 
industry in the south. The accompany- 
ing picture we understand is a fairly 
recent likeness of this pioneer breeder 
and we are also pleased to show the 
sketch of one of the members of his 
early herd.

A LETTER FROM THOMAS B. 
WALES 

Apropos with these Semi-Centennial 
of Holstein Organization we are 
pleased to present a letter from 
Thomas B. Wales who served as Secre- 
tary of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America during the first nine 
years of its existence. He was also 
one of the organizers of the Associa- 
tion of Breeders of Thoroughbred Hol- 
stein cattle, the Semi-Centennial of 
which organization we are now cele- 
brating. At the Boston meeting 
March 15, 1871, Mr. Wales was elected 
as one of the Vice-Presidents and 
served continuously on the Board of 
Officers during the entire life of the 
organization. At Iowa City, Iowa, he 
had a herd that ranked with the very 
finest of the breed. Prominent among 
the individuals may be mentioned the 
foundation cows, Mercedes and Tri- 
tomia. 

The accompanying picture of Mr. 
Wales was taken in Holland on the 
occasion of one of his visits for the 
purpose of selecting animals for im- 
portation. Mr. Wales writes as fol- 
lows from Pasadena, California where 
he is spending the winter. 

Acknowledging your letter of the 2d 
of March forwarded from my home in 
Brookline, Mass.—I wish I could com- 
ply with your request and send you 
my photo but I have none here so my 
friends will have to remember me as 
I was when I owned at the time, 1884, 
the finest herd in America. I sold it 
or what there was left of it after my 
great sale at Cleveland, Ohio in 1885, 
which was then the banner sale of 
dairy cattle in the United States, 
sixty head averaging $500, big and 
little. Since then I moved home (Bos- 
ton) and have owned no cattle, al- 
though I still feel great interest in 
the breed I helped to establish in the 
United States. Fifty-nine head were 
all there were when I commenced. I 
have never doubted the outcome of the 
Dutch cattle in America. It is a great 
breed, yes the greatest—but some 
others are good too, but the Holsteins 
will always lead. They can’t help it 
and are improving every year.

making 3 lbs. 2 oz., the largest record ever made by any 
cow in one day on a fair ground at. that time. In 1890 she 
was a member of the first prize herd at the New York State 
Fair and also at the New York and New England Fair at 
Albany. She seems to have carried on chiefly through her 
son, Tirania’s Sir Mechthilde, who was by a son of Mech- 
thilde. Tirania’s Sir Mechthilde was the grandsire of De 
Kol 2d’s Butter Boy. 

Jewel, in 1889 made a private record of 31 lbs. 3% 0z. 
butter with a milk poduction of 563 Ibs. 4 oz., her best days “ 
production being 100 lbs. milk. Jewel was a very noted 
show cow, in fact, she was claimed to be the greatest prize 
winner of the breed during her time. In 1885 she won first 
prize at Ohio State Fair also the Sweepstakes prize over 
all breeds and was a member of the first prize herd. At Illi- 
nois State Fair, second prize in her class and a member of 
the first prize herd and at the Northern Indiana and 
Southern Michigan Fair, first prize milk cow of any breed 
or age. At the Great St. Louis Fair a member of the Sweep- 
stakes Holstein-Friesian herd and the best dairy cow of 
any breed. In 1886 she was first prize cow at New York 
State Fair, member of the first prize herd at the New York 
Dairy and Cattle Show in 1887 and also at the New York 
State Fair and the Hornellville Exposition the same year. 
In 1888, although 11 years old, Jewel won first prize in the 
mature class at the International State Fair at Buffalo, 
Pietertje 2d being among the long list of competitors. She 
was also a member of the first prize herd and won the 
Sweepstakes prize for cow producing the most milk in three 
consecutive days during the exposition again coming in 
contact with Pietertje 2d. In 1889 as a member of the 
Home Farm herd of which W. B. Barney was one of the 
owners, Jewel won first prize and Sweepstakes at Nebraska 
and Illinois State Fairs also at the Great St. Louis Fair and 
was a member of the Grand Sweepstakes Dairy herd at 
Iowa, Nebraska and Camden State Fairs and the Sweep- 
stakes Holstein-Friesian herd at Illinois State and the 
Great St. Louis Fair. In 1890 when 13 years of age Jewel 
was first prize and Sweepstakes cow at Minnesota State 
Fair and a member of the Grand Sweepstakes Dairy herd 
at Iowa and Minnesota State Fairs. In public test in 1889 
for best butter cow she was first at Kansas, second at 
Nebraska and third at Iowa State Fair and 1890 won second 
in public butter test in Iowa State Fair. 


Before leaving the F. C. Stevens herd we must mention 
Echo, purchased in 1881 from Gerrit S. Miller, being a 
daughter of the Miller herd sire, Rip Van Winkle and 
Crown Princess one of the original Miller importations. 
Echo is described as a cow weighing 1920 Ibs. in flesh but 
at the same time remarkably fine in all points. In March, 


1883 she completed a years record of 18,120 Ibs. 8 oz. which 
was at that time the largest record reported for the breed. 
Two months after the close of her year she freshened again 
and made a second record of 23,775 Ibs. 8 oz. winning back 
the championship which had been taken from her by Em- 
press becoming the first cow of the breed over 20,000 Ibs.

milk, also the first to make two records averaging over 
20,000 lbs. While making her record breaking test she was 
carrying triplet calves but unfortunately died giving birth 
to them. The name of Echo has been perpetuated through 
her sons and daughters, and appears today in the World’s 
champion’s senior three-year-old Lady Aaggie Echo Hen- 
gerveld, who has the distinction of holding first place in 
her class for milk as well as butter. 


Another foundation cow of note was Tritomia No. 4004 
H. H. B. imported in 1883 by Thomas B. Wales. In 1886 
she came into great prominence and gained much valuable 
publicity for the breed by winning first prize in the very 
sensational butter test at the Minnesota State fair, eight 
Jersey, six Holsteins and one grade Jersey competing. 
Tritomia won first with a production of 2.39 lbs. butter, 59% 
lbs. milk, two other Holsteins, Rijaneta and Mink, taking 
second and third prizes which was all that were offered. 
That same season she made an A. R. record of 25 Ibs. 8 4-5 
oz. butter, 536 lbs. 14 oz. milk. Tritomia’s son, Tritomia’s 
Netherland Carl, by name, sired Duchess Ormsby 2d who 
is the dam of Sir Ormsby Hengerveld De Kol, famous sire 
of Pietertje Maid Ormsby and grandsire of the World’s 
champion, Duchess Skylark Ormsby and Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes. 

Violet 743 H. H. B. was another foundation combining 
individuality with producing ability. Her record of 18,607 
ibs. 4 oz. milk in a year was the largest completed at that 
time coming in about the period of the first record of Echo. 
The herd of Edgar Huidekoper, a former president of the 
Association, and a very successful breeder and show man 
was built largely on the Violet family although we can dis- 
cover no important members of this family among the 
leaders of the present day. 

Three other great foundation animals are taken up in 
some detail in the picture gallery this week, these being 
Mercedes, Princess of Wayne and Inka. In conclusion we 
will mention merely in passing the names of Careme with 
a record of 35 Ibs. 9 oz., Lady Baker and Natsey both over 
34 lbs., Gerben 2d and Gerben 4th both above 32 Ibs., all 
records named being private, also Empress Josephine 
America, Mutual Friend and others.

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Cabana Case Heard in Appellate 
Division 








HE case of Oliver Cabana, Jr., 
against the Holstein-Friesian 

| Association of America was 
argued in the Appellate Division 

at Rochester, N. Y. March 18th. For 
the information of those who may be 
unfamiliar with the legal procedure in 
cases of this nature, we may state that 
each side is required to file a printed 
brief of its case and include only 
testimony presented at the original 
trial. When the case is reached on the 
calendar the defendants for each side 
are given approximately an hour to 
emphasize the points to which they 
wish the judges to give especial con- 
sideration in arriving at their con- 
clusions. The judges receive’ the 
printed briefs, listen to the arguments 
and return their decision at their next 
term of court, which, in the present 
instance, begins May 3, 1921. We may 
expect a decision therefore sometime 
after the third of May and undoubted- 
ly before the middle of that month. 
Judge O. U. Kellogg and C. M. Horn 
represented the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation and Messrs. Killeen and 
Kelley appeared for Oliver Cabana, Jr. 
Presiding Judge Kruse being absent 
through illness, Judge Lambert pre- 
sided with Judges Clark, Hubbs, and 
Davis also sitting. Mr. Killeen sug- 
gested that the case be held over until 
the following week for argument, this 


course being objected to by Mr. Kel- 
logg, the case was finally called the 
morning of March 18th. In his argu- 
ment, Mr. Killeen contended that a 
prejudiced board of directors was 
proceeding to cancel the Cabana rec- 
ords without any trial or hearing when 
estopped by their injunction proceed- 
ings. He maintained that according to 
the laws of the Association no tri- 
bunal is established with jurisdiction 
to cancel Advanced Registry certifi- 
cates already issued or expunge regis- 
trations; that the courts provide the 
only way in which that can be accom- 
plished. He further argued against 
the decision that the board can cancel 
such registrations after a hearing and 
that hearsay or exparte statements 
may be admitted in testimony. In con- 
clusion Mr. Killeen offered the rather 
surprising argument that Judge Sears, 
before whom the case was originally 
heard, was perhaps moved somewhat 
by the over-shadowing presence of the 
distinguished advocate for the defend- 
ant, the reference being to Judge 
Nathan L. Miller, since elected govern- 
or of the State of New York. 

Judge Kellogg made a splendid argu- 
ment for the Association opening with 
the statement that while the case is 
undoubtedly important to the plaintiff, 
as stated by Mr. Killeen, it is vastly 
more so to the Association in deter- 
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mining whether the Association shall 
be required to perpetuate a fraud 
Judge Kellogg’s argument was made 
chiefly on three outstanding proposi- 
tions of law, first, that the plaintiff had 
not exhausted his remedy in the As. 
sociation before resorting to the 
Courts ; second, that the board of 
directors, according to the rules and 
by-laws of the Association, to which 
Mr. Cabana has subscribed, has the 
authority in proper cases to cancel the 
Advanced Registry records of the 
plaintiff's cattle and that, whether 
they are defacto or dejure directors: 
and third, that the question as to the 
validity of the election of the officers 
of the Association and as to the legal- 
ity of meetings held outside the state 
are collateral issues which cannot be 
determined in this action. Judge 
Kellogg pointed out that Advanced 
Registration is really a privilege and 
not a right, but even if it is consider- 
ed as a right, is a restricted or con- 
ditional right. He also pointed out 
that the value lies not in the certifi- 
cates itself but rather in the assurance 
which the certificate gives that the 
cow actually produced the amount of 
milk and butterfat claimed. No in- 
timation was given by the Court as to 
how they were impressed by the argu- 
ment or to what their decision was 
likely to be. The decision in May will 
be watched with much interest by the 
Holstein public.

Scotland Makes Good Start for 1921 


The first British-Friesian Sale of 
1921 took place at Paisley, Scotland, 
the last week in January. The top 
figure was 350 guineas for the first 
prize cow, Moss Minnie 2d, consigned 
by G. Dunlop and purchased by Miss 
Taylor. A. W. McRobert’s heifer, Bec- 
cles Victrex, brought 300 guineas: and 
was purchased by Mr. Harvey of Lar- 
bert. Several other animals exceeded 
200 guineas and the 78 head averaged 
nearly 130 pounds sterling. There 
was a great demand for young bulls, 
caused by the fact that dairymen have 
been using them for grading purposes. 
George Stewart paid 210 guineas for 
the yearling bull, Seaton David. John 
Bromet gave 200 guineas for Dunnion- 
ald Kaffir Beautiful. The 103 bulls 
averaged over 66 pounds sterling and 
the eighteen females in the sale aver- 
aged practically 94 pounds sterling. 
The only buyer from England was Mr.

milk. A third famous foundation dam 
was Ondine who was the 
first cow to give over 90 lbs. of milk in 
a day in America and the only cow to 
beat Smith’s & Powell’s famous Neth- 
erland Queen in the show ring. we 
mentioned the year record for Em- 
press, which calls attention to the fact 
that this herd was the first in America 
to keep a year record of production. 
The first record was on Dowager, one 
of the families of the first importation, 
recorde1 as number seven in the Hol- 
stein Herd Book. Her record was 12,- 
681 Ibs. and 8 oz. in 365 days. A few 
years later Crown Princess No. 6 H. 
H. B. raised the mark to 14,877 lbs. 
Maid of Twisk No. 1 D. F. H. B. owned 
by Unadilla Valley Breeders’ Associa- 
tion set the mark at 15,969.5 lbs., fol- 
lowed by Lady Clifden imported by W. 
A. Russell, with 16,275 Ibs. Soon after 
this Aaggie 901 HHB owned by 
Smiths & Powell broke the recoru 
with her performance of 18,004 Ibs. 
15 oz. Then her daughter Aaggie za 
owned by T. G. Yeomans & Son made 
the phenomenal record, as a two-year- 
old, of 17,746 lbs. 2 oz. Echo, a daug..- 
ter of Crown Princess, the second 
champion in the list and a member of 
the Miller herd produced 18120 Ibs. 8 
oz. in 1883. The next year Violet, 
owned by Edgar Huidekoper raised 
the mark to 18,677 lbs. 4 0z. soon fol- 
lowed by Empress previously men- 
tioned with a record of 19,714 Ibs. 4 
oz., then Echo came back with the 
first record above 20,000 lbs. ever re- 
ported. Her figures were 23,775 Ibs. 
8 oz. establishing a high mark for two 
years in succession, the two years av- 
eraging nearly 21,000 Ibs. Echo was 
developed by F. C. Stevens. Her last 
record remained at the head more 
than two years until it was beaten by 
the foundation cow, Clothilde 26,021 
Ibs. 2 oz. The members of the Miller 
herd also held the record for one pro- 
duction at different times, Johanna 
starting out with 78 lbs., Ondine 90 
lbs. 8 oz., Copia 97 Ibs. Plenty, anoth- 
er of the imported cows and a grand- 
daughter of Empress was the dam of 
Plum and Pledge, the latter by Billy 
Boelyn, producing 110% Ibs. her best 
day and slightly over 3600 Ibs. ia 
thirty-six consecutive days, while run- 
ning in pasture. Copia another daugh- 
ter by Billy Boelyn, in test at the same 
time made 99 Ibs. 8 oz., her best day. 
Mr. Miller stated that day after day 
the boy who milked Pledge and Copia 
carried away over 200 Ibs. of milk 
from the pair. Billy Boelyn in ad- 
dition to siring these producers was 
exhibited in 1882-3-4 at the state fairs 
of Ohio, Pennsylvania and New York 
and many county and district fairs 
including the Tri-State Fair winning 
first prize and in most cases heading 
the first prize herd. Concerning him 
the statement was made that he was 
the sire of more prize bulls and bulls 
standing at the head of leading herds 
than any sire of the breed up to 1889, 
when that honor passed to Sir Henry 
of Maplewood whose dam Ononis was 
by a son of Billy Boelyn and Em- 
press. Sir Henry of Maplewood was

bred by Miller being sold in dam to 
Ff. C. Stevens, the dam from a daugh- 
ter of Ondine. Mr. Miller believes that 
the best bull he ever owned was Em- 
pire, the son of Billy Boelyn and Em- 
press. From his picture accompany- 
ing it will be seen that he represents 
a splendid type of individuality. 

Other foundation families in the 
herd whose names are familiar to pre- 
sent day students of pedigrees may be 
mentioned: Plum, Acme, Pledge, which 
with Johanna Ondine, and Empress 
cover a lot of territory in the pedigrees 
of many present day leaders. The 
Prilly family in particular came from 
Plum and Johanna, while King Segis 
likewise traced on both sides of his 
pedigree to animals of the Mifler 
breeding. The breeders who founded 
famous herds by purchase from Mr. 
Miller were Smiths & Powell who 
bought their first animal from him, 
Henry Stevens who bought Jupiter, 
a son, of Crown Jewel and F. C. Stev- 
ens who built his herd on Echo and 
Ononis. 

Mr. Miller was prominent in the 
councils of the Holstein Association 
from the second and third year of its 
organization. Upon the death of Mr. 
Chenery he served as editor of the in- 
troductory matter of the herd books 
these containing a great deal of valu- 
able information about the breed. In 
the year 1879-80 he served as president 
of the Association, being the third to 
be honored with that office. Only Mr. 
Chenery and W. A. Russell of Law- 
rence, Mass., preceded him. Mr. Miller 
introduced the outline for identifying 
animals by the color markings, and 
was responsible for bringing the first 
meeting to Syracuse. In 1880 he at- 
tended to the incorporation of the 
Holstein Breeders’ Association of 
America, being in the State Legisla- 
ture at the time. This was the first 
incorporated organization for the pro- 
motion of this breed. Back in the 
early seventies he was responsible for 
getting a classification for Holstein 
cattle at the New York State Fair, a 
precedent which other states were 
quick to follow. 

“How do our animals of today com- 
pare with the foundation animals of 
the ’70’s and ’80’s,” I asked Mr. Mil- 
ler. “I think we have improved on 
the old type” was his reply. “While 
Empress and Ondine would not look 
bad today in comparison with the best 
of our present day animals I believe 
that the general average of quality has 
improved, along with a more general 
knowledge in the art of breeding and 
development.” Asked concerning the 
points he gave most consideration in 
selecting foundation animals Mr. Mil- 
ler replied, “I have always insisted up- 
on quality and finish along with size 
and capacity. I was always particular 
to select animals with plenty of room 
behind, giving room to carry a square 
rudder and witk a straight topline to 
provide a level attachment for the 
udder. I place great dependence on 
the escutcheon as an indication of 
dairy ability. While it is true that 
not every cow with a good escutcheon 
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1S a superior produc it i 

true that I have neeae pe. syn 
cow that was not str i a 
oxo butions ong in that re. 
spect. I consider the eye an im 
ant indication of dairy temperament 
and that point also was always Sea 
consideration, I endeavored to pee 
away irom undue courseness or aa 
other extreme in the matter of fineness 
as constitution is a very important at. 
tribute in a dairy cow. In fact 
tremes in any direction do not Pi 
mote the sound advancement of th 
breed. I have never believed in the 
policy of forcing cows to the extreme 
limit of their ability to produce, It 
often happens, even if the cow ‘ios 
self is not ruined, that her offsprin 
prove very disappointing and fail to 
measure up to expectations based on 
abnormal records of the dam. Ex. 
tremes in prices also have a harmful 
effect in my judgment. Outstanding 
animals of course often prove to be 
splendid investments even at prices 
that border on the Sensational but 
when the small breeder and dairyman 
have to pay prices for ordinary ani- 
mals that represent more than one 
hundred cents on the dollar that they 
can get out of them the breed is bound 
to suffer. Regarding the future of the 
business of breeding Holstein cattle, 
to me it looks brighter than ever and 
I can see nothing to indicate that the 
breed will not go on to continued 
leadership in the dairy realm. As Ilook 
at it the breed is its own best adver. 
tisement. It naturally follows, there- 
fore, that the greater the number ot 
successful herds we can have scatter. 
ed throughout the country, the greater 
the amount of favorable advertising 
the breed will receive. I do not wish 
to make any predictions as to the 
limit of the possibilities in production 
for the Holstein cow. As we continue 
to improve in our methods of care and 
feeding and apply more generally the 
broad principles of constructive breed- 
ing we shall continue to make prog: 
ress in producing not only the indi- 
vidual reprebentatives that surpass 
our efforts of the past but shall im- 
prove the general average of the qual: 
ity of our breed.”

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of the committee and C. W. Horr of 
Ohio was also added upon request of 
the meeting. It appears from the rec- 
ords that President T. G. Yeomans 
also was present. The Dutch Frie- 
sian committee consisted of Dr. F. W. 
Patterson, president of the Associa- 
tion, Solomon Hoxie, Cornelius Bald- 
win, Geo. F. Jackson of Minnesota, Ss. 
Burchard, E. R. Phillips, C. R. Payne, 
Dr. Geo. N. Emerick. Dr. Patterson 
was the first speaker and named W. 
Brown Smith as chairman of the con- 
ference while Messrs. Wales and 
Baldwin were appointed secretaries. 
From the stenographic record of the 
meeting published in a volume of the 
Holstein Herd Book it appears that 
Mr. C. W. Horr was the outstanding 
figure in the conference. He it was 
that suggested that a new Associa- 
tion be formed to be known as the 
Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Associa- 
tion of America; that the new Asso- 
ciation adopt Advanced Registry along 
the line worked out by the Dutch Frie- 
sian Association under Mr. Hoxie’s 
direction and that registration in 
either of the two associations should 
entitle the progeny to registration in 
the new Association and that the 
archives of both Associations be turn- 
ed over to the Secretary of the new. 
Upon Mr. Wales suggestion the word 
breeders was eliminated from the 
name but after considerable discussion 
the suggestions of Mr. Horr were 
adopted substantially as recom- 
mended. 

On May 26, 1885 a special meeting 
of the Holstein Breeders’ Association 
of America was held at Buffalo and 
after some discussion the report of 
the committee was finally adopted. 
It appears from the minutes that 
objection was raised to the system of 
Advanced Registration to which the 
new Association would be committed 
under the terms of the agreement. Mr. 
Horr, carried the burden of the argu- 
ment in favor of the plan, it appearing 
to other members as a departure out- 
side the province of the pedigree 
registry association. The Dutch Frie- 
sian Association also gave its assent 
to the proposition and at two o’clock 
of the same day, May 26, 1885, the 
Holstein Breeders’ Association of 
America and the Dutch Friesian Herd 
Book Association of America met at 
ths Genesee House in Buffalo and 
formally united under the name of the 
Holstein Friesian Association of 
America. 

From the start the united Association 
prospered. The first volume of the 
Holstein-Friesian Herd Book lists the 
names of two hundred eighty-four ac- 
tive members and although the num- 
ber of members did not increase rapid- 
ly, having in 1892 grown to but three 
hundred fifty-four members we note in 
the Secretary’s report in 1890 the 
statement that the records of the 
Secretary’s office showed 4,850 breed- 
ers with 45,445 head of cattle register- 
ed on the books of the Association. In 
1893 or ’94 the membership fee was 
reduced to $25 having previously stood 
at $100 and from that time on the ac- 





tive membership grew much more 
rapidly, just a little better than 
doubling itself during the 90’s, the 
number standing at the Annual Meet- 
ing in 1900 at 748. Ten years later in 
1910 the membership roll totalled 3310 
and in 1915, 7724. The total number 
to the close of the last fiscal year was 
17,815, over 7000 of the number join- 
ing during the years 1919 and ’20. Re- 
ports from the Secretary’s office for 
the first t n months of the current 
year show enough new members 
added to bring the grand total well 
above the 20,000 mark. 

The registrations likewise reported 
a consistent advance each year since 
1900 showing a substantial increase 
over the year preceding. The follow- 
ing table will give the figures for the 
past quarter Century and are submit- 
ted as evidence of the growth and ex- 
pansion of the Holstein-Friesian in- 
dustry in America. The Secretary of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association es- 
timates that at the present rate of in- 
crease, ten years from today we shall 
be registering over half a million ani- 
mals in a year.

Although the Advanced Registry 
idea was made a part of the funda- 
mental policy of the Holstein Friesian 
Association by agreement of both 
factions there were a number of in- 
fluential breeders who could not 
reconcile themselves to the idea and 
in their conviction that it would not 
work out for the best interests of the 
breed, they made every effort to have 
the work discontinued. The chief 
arguments advanced were that it set 
up an aristocracy in the breed which 
was inconsistent with the democratic 
ideals back of the Association and 
back of the performance of the Hol- 
stein cow and that it imposed undue 
hardship on the small breeder who 
would have to make records in com- 
petition with the wealthy breeder. The 
records do not show that the “Little 
Breeder on the Hillside” was then des- 
cribed as such, but there were then 
members of the Association who were 
touched with solicitude for his wel- 
fare. For the first nine years the Ad- 
vanced Registry recorded the produc- 
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tions of animals on the SWOo 

ment of the owner of the cow wane) 
attest from some distinterested part 

who was present and able to Swear to 
the correctness of portions of the test 
While the data that was secured was 
of much value, and constant progress 
was recorded, the step which made 
the Advanced Registry the factor it is 
today in the development of the breed 
was taken in 1894 when our present 
A. R. O. system was adopted. At the 
annual meeting in 1894, W. G. Powell 
who later became president of the As- 
sociation, moved that the board of 
officers be authorized to offer cash 
premiums for official records. Mr 
Powell was thereupon appointed a 
committee, with L. T. Yeomans and 
Sylvester Burchard, to discuss plans 
and report later in the day. Follow- 
ing is the report which was adopted: 

“That the Board of Officers be 
authorized to offer not to exceed 
$1000.00 in prizes for authenticated 
weekly butter records made under the 
supervision of the superintendent of 
Advanced Registry, or some inspector 
designated by him, or under the direc- 
tion of the officers of some experi- 
mental station or State Institution of 
some state. Such tests to be made 
upon the basis of the rules for admis- 
sion to the Advanced Registry and 
must be entered in that Registry, the 
amount offered to any one cow not to 
exceed $50.00, and then the prizes to 
decrease in amount in the ratio to 
such records. Such prizes to be offer- 
ed for the various ages as per the Ad- 
vanced Registry rules.” 

The first record under the new 
system was conducted by Professor 
Clinton D. Smith of the Michigan Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station on the 
cow Rosa Bonheur 5th, the test being 
commenced March 22, 1894, but three 
days after the making of such tests 
was authorized by the Association. 
Her figures were 682 lbs. milk and 
20.27 lbs. fat, which milk record stood 
unbeaten for eight years. The first 
test to be conducted by a breeder was 
made by Prof. H. H. Wing and W. B. 
Howard for Henry Stevens and Sons 
of Lacona, N. Y. They began the test 
June 12, 1894, a string of seven head 
being tested at that time. The highest 
record completed was 15.445 Ibs. fat on 
Jessie Beets, dam of the later-to-be 
famous Century sire, Paul Beets De 
Kol. The record of Rosa Bonheur 5th 
was beaten in December of the same 
year by Mutual Friend 2d from the 
Yeomans herd, who made 20.608 Ibs. 
fat, the test beginning December 16, 
1894. March 5, 1895 De Kol 2d started 
her record breaking test in which she 
produced 21.261 Ibs. fat equivalent to 
26.58 Ibs. butter. The prize money 
was awarded on the basis of adjusting 
all records in proportion to the excess 
above the exact requirements for the 
age of the animal. On this basis 
Mutual Friend 3d freshening at the 
age of three years, two months won 
first prize for the year on the act 
production of 17.472 Its. fat which was 
over 90% in excess of the require 
ments for her age, giving her the 
equivalent of over 28% Ibs. at full age. 

Of the thirty-five animals tested the 
first year, eighteen or just over half, 
were owned by Henry Stevens and 
Sons who won sixteen of the twenty: 
seven prizes offered, comprising $528 
out of $999 awarded. In order to

scatter the prize money and prevent 
any breeder getting a monopoly of it, 
Mr. Hoxie the next year introduced a 
resolution limiting the number of 
prizes to be awarded to any one breed- 
er to three and providing that no prize 
money should be awarded to Agricul- 
tural Colleges on records supervised 
by their own men. The second year 
sixty cows were tested, T. G. Yeomans 
and Sons being the heaviest winners 
with first, fourth and eighth places 
while the fourth year, Henry Stevens 
and Sons came back with the first 
three places on record, breaking per- 
formances by full aged, four-year-old 
and two-year-old animals. 

The breeders, however, were not 
entirely satisfied with the plan of 
figuring all records on the basis of 
their full age equivalent and in 1898 
upon the suggestion of W. G. Powell 


the present system of dividing the 
tests into their age classes was 
adopted. In 1902 prizes were first 


offered for thirty day and six months 
tests but as little interest developed 
in a six months strictly official propo- 
sition the latter department was 
abolished the following year. There 
was a growing demand, however, for 
a test that would better indicate the 
staying powers of the Black and 
White cow and the following year, 
1904, we find the addition of another 
prize division for seven day records 
made not less than eight months after 
calving. The first idea in proposing 
this test was to form a basis of com- 
putation by averaging that seven-day 
test with the seven-day test early in 
the lactation period but that plan met 
with considerable opposition. As a 
compromise measure it was finally de- 
cided to make it an entirely separate 
division and it so stood until abolished 
by action of the meeting at St. Paul 
in June 1920. 

The first long time testing under our 
present semi-official system was done 
in 1906 and it was instituted as a 
regular prize division in 1908. In 1914 
recognition in the prize list was given 
for milk records, the total awarded for 
milk being about 50% of the premiums 
awarded for butter’ records. The 
annual appropriations for milk and 
butter prizes now run above $15,000 a 
year. In 1916 a 305-day division was 
added under the same rules and regu- 
lations as the 365-day semi-official test 
but in 1919 a calving requirement was 
very properly added so that cows 
qualifying in the 365-day division must 
produce a calf within fourteen months 
from date of previous freshening. In 
1920 a so called Dairymen’s division 
was added to the 305-day test pro- 
viding for milking but twice a day 
after the first forty-five days. 

In 1894 Mr. Hoxie who was then 
seventy-six years old was forced to re- 
tire on account of advancing years and 
he was succeeded in office by Malcolm 
H. Gardner of Delavan, Wis., who is 
the present incumbent of this office. 
Mr. Gardner was especially interested 
in the long time work having in fact 
first advanced the idea at the Annual 
Meeting in 1904 and under his en- 


couraging guidance this department 
has made steady progress. 

In this sketch we cannot take space 
to go into details concerning the suc- 
cessive record-holders under the Ad- 
vanced Registry System, as the list is 
a long one. The breed has made con- 
sistent progress in every department 
until we now find the World Cham- 
pionship marks at a point that would 
have been unbelievably high in the 
early days of Advanced Registry. The 
general average for the breed shows 
consistent improvement. The thirty- 
five cows and heifers tested the first 
year averaged 13.13 lbs. fat and 406 
milk in seven-day test. Last year 12,- 
719 animals averaged 433.4 lbs. milk 
and 15.49 lbs. fat. 

In 1892 a group of western breeders 
started an independent association 
known as the Western Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association, and in 1894 publish- 
ed one volume of their herd book. 

It soon became apparent that there 
was no need or place for another pedi- 
gree registry association, and in 1898 
they came back with the parent as- 
sociation, since which time there has 
been no serious attempt to section- 
alize the national association. 

One of the most important develop- 
ments of the past few years has been 
the growth of our local organizations. 
We have not the exact date of the 
founding of the first local club but the 
Wisconsin Association was incorpor- 
ated Feb. 11, 1892. We now have 
under date of March 1, 1921, 388 state 


and county local clubs which are dis- 


tributed by states as follows:

tions serve an important purpose in 
promoting interest in the breed and 
in arousirg the enthusiasm of the 
breeders to a point of greater attain- 
ment They work very logically 
through the county and local organiza- 
tions to supply the personal contact 
with the breeder which would be a 
difficult matter for the National Asso- 
ciation to maintain otherwise. The 
Extension Department of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America which 
originally started as a literary bureay 
for the dissemination of literature con- 
cerning the breed has been devoting 
considerable attention to this organiza- 
tion work and the results are reflected 
in the increased interest that has been 
so clearly manifested during the past 
few vears. 

The Association also spends large 
sums of money each year to advertise 
in the papers of general circulation the 
merits of the Holstein cow. All of 
these factors have contributed to her 
popularity and with the popularity 
has come a demand that has been 
strongly reflected in the prices paid 
for pure breds of this breed. Perhaps 
no clearer indication of the trend of 
prices could be furnished than the fig- 
ures of the public auction sales which 
according to figures furnished by the 
Secretary of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation have averaged as follows 
during the past twenty-seven years.

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STARTED A HOLSTEIN DISTRICT 
The Holly district has become one 
of the great Holstein sections in Colo- 
rado, but the Holstein breed in this 
locality is not over seven years old. 
The first herd was brought into this 
section by J. G. Leonard, manager of 
the Model Dairy Farm, operated by 
the Arkansas Valley Sugar Beet and 
Irrigated Land Co. The first herd 
were grades. By the use of pure brea 
bulls, the quality of the herd was im- 
proved. A few pure breds were added 
from time to time and about a year 
ago, the grades were disposed of and 
the herd put on a pure bred basis. 

The Model Farm Dairy contains 60 
cows, of which many have good 7 and 
80-day records and practically all 
have cow testing association records. 
The production of milk is the main 
issue, but a great deal of attention is 
given to the breeding end of the bus- 
iness, it being the purpose of the 
company to sell young stuff from the 
herd to farmers in the Holly district 
who wish to start with pure breds. The 
dairy barn has cement walls and floors 
and is modern in every respect. Milk- 
ing machines are used. Connected 
with the barn are two concrete silos 
with a capacity of 300 tons. There is 
an, electric power house and the farm 
has a power plant of its own which 
furnishes electricity for the buildings, 
feed yards and houses, as well as 
power for pumping, grinding and run- 
ning the silage cutter. 

The records are made in box stalls 
of which there are ten built along two 
sides of the feed lot.

WHY ADULTERATED? 


Attorney-General Palmer has ruled 
that butter made from cream in which 
the acidity has been reduced. shall be 
classified as adulterated butter. The 
reducing of the acidity in sour cream 
is done by adding lime water before it 
is pasteurized in order to keep it from 
curdling. Pasteurization makes a 
higher grade and cleaner food prod- 
uct, and it is said that there is no way 
of telling butter made in this way, 
while the butter itself does not contain 
any of the lime water used in reducing 
the acidity. 

To be classed as adulterated means 
that it is subject to an internal rev- 
enue tax of ten cents a pound. The 
Central Western States manufacture 
a large quantity of this butter. It is 
said that 70,000,000 lbs. come from 
Illinois alone. The Illinois Butter 
Manufacturers’ Improvement Associa- 
tion and the Illinois Agricultural As- 
sociation are working to defeat this 
new ruling. They claim that reno- 
vated butter is taxed only 4 of a cent 
a pound and that from any point of 
view, renovated butter is not as good 
as butter made from treated sour 
cream. This ruling is a hard blow to 
Western farmers, many of which keep 
only a few cows as a side line, separ- 
ate their milk and ship sour cream.

ORGANIZED LABOR ATTITUDE 
AND THE FARMER 

Writing on the attitude that organ- 
ized labor takes in many lines of bus- 
iness, particularly in railroading, Dean 
Davenport, director of the College of 
Agriculture of the University of Illin- 
ois, says: 

“Suppose, for example, that no farm 
hand would cultivate corn without a 
helper. 

“Suppose that the farm insisted up- 
on an eight-hour day regardless of the 
demands of business. 

“The farmer is in a small way both 
a capitalist and a laborer and there. 
fore he has no patience with the de- 
mands of industry in this country. 

“The farmer of course can declare 
an 8-hour day BUT HE WILL PAY 
FOR IT HIMSELF. He may declare 
for time and a half for overtime but 
how shall he get it? In other words, 
he is an enterpriser and cannot by 
any possibility throw the responsibil- 
nd for his enterprise upon somebody 
else. 

“I cannot see how we can live as a 
country and get ahead when a large 
share of our people are intent not up- 
on seeing how much can be done in a 
given length of time but rather how 


much money can be gotten for a nom- 
inal service.”

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EXPORTING HOLSTEINS TO 
CHINA 
Our readers may remember that last 
fall we reported the exportation of a 
number of dairy cattle to the Baptist 
College at Kaifeng Honan, China 

Alfred Grant, who was in charge of 
these cattle from their start from near 
Chicago to their final destination has 
returned to this county. The cattle 
were donated by breeders of Holsteins 
and Jerseys in ten different states and 
were obtained through the work of 
Dr. Sallee, principal of the Kaifeng 
Baptist College, who was in the United 
States on a furlough. The cattle were 
assembled at Libertyville, Illinois, and 
a shipment of 17 head left on August 
22nd and arrived at Vancouver, B. ¢ 
September 2nd, having been increased 
to 19 head—one calf being born en- 
route and one more loaded at St. Paul 
Mr. Grant is a graduate of the Minne. 
sota Agricultural College, is an official 
tester for Minnesota, and some of our 
readers may have met him at the St. 
Paul National sale last June when he 
was helping to care for the Arden 
Farm consignment. 

Two more animals from Seattle 
were loaded at Vancouver and an- 
other one born so that there were 22 
in the shipment which sailed on Sep- 
tember 18 on the Canadian Pacific 
Monteagle, arriving at Shanghai, 
October 15. Here the cattle were 
loaded directly on a train and in five 
days arrived at Kaifeng without loss 
or accident. There were eight Hol- 
stein heifers, one Holstein bull, one 
Holstein cow. with bull calf at foot, 
seven Jersey heifers, two Jersey bulls 
and one Jersey cow with heifer calf 
at foot. 

The donors of the Holsteins were 
the Daisy Hill Farms, Arden Farms, 
Pabst Stock Farms, Bell Farms, the 
Lathrop Estate, Carleton College, 
David G. Maxwell, Peter Small, Carna- 
tion Stock Farms and Hollywood 
Farms. They certainly are a high 
class bunch of breeders who donated 
high class cattle to a worthy cause. 

The insurance values ranged from 
$150, for the bull calf born enroute to 
$832, the valuation placed on three 
different animals. 

Mr. Grant spent two months in 
China, Japan, and the Hawaiian 
Islands, and arrived in the U. S. Jam 
uary 4th of this year.

PR las sag 7 gg the Carnegie 
that an a nat ke eee 
greement had been entered 
into by the Corporation and Lelanu 
Stanford, Jr., University of California, 
by which a F ood Research Institute is 
to be established at the University for 
the intensive study of the problems of 
the production distribution and con- 
sumption of food. 
Herbert Hoover was the first to sug- 
gest to the Corporation the need for 
such an institute and the selection of 
Leland Stanford Jr. University as its 
home was due in part to the collection 
of documents there, gathered by Mr. 
Hoover during the war. One of the 
features of the work will be the scien- 
tific study of the marketing and. dis- 
tribution of food products. Three men 
of science will be appointed to be 
known as Directors of the Institute. 
There will also be an Advisory Com- 
mittee made up of men of nationa 
prominence, representing agricultural, 
consumer, economic and other groups 
of the community. The University 
will appoint seven members of this 
body, who with the President of the 
University, ex-officio and the resident 
of the Carnegie Corporation, ex-officio, 
will make the Committee number nine 
men. Each member will serve for a 
term of three years from the date of 
his appointment. 

The Institute will begin its work on 
July 1 next, and the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion will provide a fund of $700,000 for 
its support for a period of ten years. 
The directors to be appointed will 
head three separate divisions. One 
will be an expert in the field of phy- 
siology and chemistry of nutrition, 
one an expert in economics and food 
distribution and one an expert in the 
chemistry of food manufacture and 
agriculture. 

It is provided that the Institute may 
receive from time to time such special- 
ly qualified students as it may be pos: 
sible to instruct without disadvantage 
to the primary research purposes of 
the organization. A small group of 
fellowships will be available for 
graduate students of high intellectual 
promise.
